Bait advertising is the prac- 


_ tice of advertising a cheap piece 


of merchandise with the idea 
of luring the customer into buy- 
ing a higher-priced article. The 
FTC regularly orders firms it 
discovers using such advertising 
to stop. If they violate the or- 
der they are subject to a $5000 
a day penalty. 
The FTC said many poor 
people are victimized by the 
practice, including aged persons 
living on small pensions.

ROCKET CHIEF SAYS 
MANNED MOON SHIP 
IS POSSIBLE SOON 


TROY, N.Y., Dec. 3 (UP)— 


Launching a ma 1 space ship 
‘to travel in a 10 day orbit 


around the moon.will pose no 
more difficult problems than 
those involved in sending up 
small artificial satellites,.a not- 
ed rocket expert said last night. 

Dr. Werner Von Braun, ad- 
dressing the Rensselaer 
technic Institute Astrophysical 
Society and the Troy Astronomy 
Club, said the flight of “small 
artificial satellites announced 
for 1957-58 will be followed by 
larger ones with more elaborate 
measuring and telemetering 
equipment. 

“Soon thereafter man himself 
wil} attempt orbital flight,” he 
predicted. 

“The task of projecting a crew 
into an orbit amounts essen- 
tially to replacing the relatively 
small rockets envisioned for the 
first minimum satellites by larg- 
er ones. It is thus more or less 
a scaling problem of well-proved 
design principles and it does 
not pose any fundamentally new 
problems.” 

Von Braun was one of those 
chiefly responsible for develop- 
ing German rocket warfare dur- 
ing World War II. He now heads 
the Army’s guided missile de- 
velopment division at Hunts- 
villc, Ala.

ander county, [ll. The Thunder- 
bird was raided by Illinois 
State Police Nov. 9 and Wilson 
was arrested. He and two other 


men opened the Hollywood 
club Nov, 18, officials were 
told. 


On a Private Road. 

The club is on a private road 
one-fourth mile east of U. S. 
Highway 61 on the south shore 
of the Meramec river. Twenty- 
eight customers,.three owners 
and two employes were arrest- 
ed by the troopers, who con- 
fiscated two dice tables, other 
gambling material and $358 in 
cash which was on the single 
dice table in use at the time | 
of the raid. |

A British Foreign~ Office 
spokesman in London called 
this remark “ludicrous.” 


Moscow's version today at- | 


tributed the remark about Wil- 


liam the Conqueror to a Bur- 


mese diplomat and ignored the 
one about savages. It quoted 
the Moscow newspaper Pravda 
as reporting: 

“Pointing to the majestic 
gilded steeple of the pagoda, a 
Burmese diplomat said that dur- 


ing their struggle for indepen: | 


dence the Burmese would often 
say that wnen William the Con- 
queror landed in Sritain, the 
pagoda already had been built. 
He said that Britain was not 
| even a nation then but Burmese 
_ people were at the top of civil- 

| ization.’ 
Khrushchev, according to 


Pravda’ s dispatch, replied ‘‘quite/ 


| right.’ 
Welcomed by 60,000.

New York 
Finishes 


New Code

NEW YORK CITY—Follow- 
ing a public hearing in Albany 
next Wednesday and one here 
next Thursday, both expected to 
be perfunctory, the New York 
State Building Code Commis- 
sion will promulgate, in its en- 
tirety, a professionally devel- 
oped, performance-type build- 
ing code for the state. The 
writing of the code has taken 
five and one-half years. It be- 
comes law only as enacted into 
ordinance by the various gov- 
ernmental subdivisions of the 
state, but more than 174 com- 
munities already have enacted 
into law preliminary sections of 
the code which were completed 
in 1953 and 1954. 

Promulgation of the complete 
code and its anticipated adop- 
tion, intact, throughout the state 
is significant not only to the 
state of New York and its com- 
munities, but to the nation as 
a whole. Already, adjoining 
states are thinking in terms of 
the New York code and are 
likely to follow suit. The pat- 
tern set may well be spread all 
across the nation in another 10 
to 20 years. 

The code is the first of its 
kind to be promulgated by a 
state government on a state-wide 
basis . 


First Full-Time Staff. 


The New York State Build- 
ing Code Commission is the 
first to establish and operate 
a full-time, fully-paid staff of 
code writers, which will be in 
continued service, beyond the 
initial code writing, as a court 
of interpretive reference for en- 
forcement officials and builders 
throughout the state, as a clear- 
ing house for the certification 
(as meeting code standards) of 
materials, products and methods 
which may at any time be in- 
troduced for use within the 
state, and as a continuing code 
writing body to keep the origi- 
nally designed rules and regula- 
tions abreast constantly of con- 
struction developments. 

First attempts to standardize 
and codify building practices 
and procedures were those in- 
stituted in 1905 by the Under- 
writers Laboratories, Inc., an 
organization financed by private 
enterprise insurance companies 
with the idea of curtailing huge 
fire losses and loss of life 
through fires. Prompted both 
by altruistic and hard-economic 
selfish interests, the insurance 
companies have continued to 
sponsor the Underwriters Lab- 
oratories through the years and 
most materials and items like 
electrical equipment today car- 
ry the UL label and fire-rating. 
But the use of the code and the 
laboratory research has been 
sought mostly on voluntary basis 
by manufacturers and proces- 
sors throtigh the years and, 
even though building codes have 
been written in many cities and 
towns, a relatively small per- 
centage have made the Under- 
writers Code, as such, a part 
of their regulations. 

Some States Try. 

In more recent years, the 
Building Officials Conference 
of America, with A. H. Baum, 
St. Louis building commission- 
er, as chairman, have written 
a “Basic Building Code” and 
attempted to set up a contin- 
uing organization for research 
and certification on a nation- 
wide, but voluntary, basis, and 
promulgation of this code was 
followed by attempts to inte- 
grate its terms and those of 
other voluntary, but regional, 
code writing bodies, i.e. the Pa- 
cific Coast, the Southern, etc. 
The cost of such procedure is 
tremendous, however, and pro- 
blems involved Shave not yet 
been fully resolved. ‘There has 
been some outright a 
of this codification and som 
adoption of it with local modi- 
fications. 

In recent years, too, some 
other states have had some no- 
tion of trying to do what New 
York has now done, but have 
undertaken it, says Norbert 
Brown, public Relations Officer 
of the New York Building Code 
Commission, with only token 
appropriations and not always 
with a completeWy professional 
approach. 

Writing of the New York 
State Code was undertaken un- 
der a law enacted April 21, 
1949, under the aegis of Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey and has been 
carried to fulfillment under 
Gov. Averell Harriman. En- 
actment of the law followed a 
report of a joint legislative com- 
mittee that “many local codes, 
in view of the rapid advances 
of the art of building, were too 
inflexible and antiquated to 
keep apace of developments in 
this industry.” The commit- 
tee found that “owing to their 
inflexibility, many obsolete 
codes prevented the use of new- 
ly developed methods and ma- 
terials which make construction 
cheaper without sacrifice of 
safety, and many imposed 
standards higher than the min- 
imum someree for safety, there- 
by inflicting a cost burden bear- 
ing no reasonable relation to 
the degree of safety achieved.” 

Would Costs. 


Cut 
In order to “effect reduction 
in excessive costs of building 
construction attributable to ob- 
solete and complex building 
law, ordinances, rules and reg- 
order to obtain 


enacted, the commission set up 
ee regueee appropriat- 
ed for its cperation.

Structurally and functionally, 
the new building will strike up 
a new pattern in hospital de- 
sign and construction in this 
area, following horizontal (rath- 
er than vertical) makeup to 
eliminate the need of extensive 
elevator traffic, and involving 
use of skin-panel walls. 

Presiding over the ground- 
breaking ceremony will be Ol- 
iver C. Joseph, president of the 
Oliver C. Joseph Co. of Belle- 
ville, who is the president of 
the Protestant Hospital Build- 
ers Club, Inc., the organization 
which is sponsoring construc- 
tion of the new hospital. Also 
taking part in the ceremony 
will be the chairman of the 
club’s building fund, Walt 
Marsh of the Marsh Stencil Ma- 
chine Co., W. A. Schickedanz, 
and other leaders of the drive 
which raised funds for the 
building. 

The new hospital, which will 
provide a total of 154 beds, has 
attracted attention in architec- 
tural circles because of its 
“flattened out” design. The 
architects, the St. Louis firm of 
Hellmuth, Obata and Kassa- 
baum, Inc., with Charles E. 
King, associate, and Isadore and 
Zachary Rosenfield, hospital 
consultafits, have taken a de- 
parture from the usual up and 
down, elevator serviced group- 
ing of hospital] facilities, and in- 
stead placed the medical core, 
the maternity and obstetrical 
unit and the bulk of the pa- 
tients rooms all on one floor. 

This design permits great 
freedom in arranging the vari- 
ous medical, nursing laboratory 
and administrative facilities for 
maximum convenience to doc- 
tors, nurses, patients and visi- 
tors, the designers pointed out. 
At the same time, the cost is 
kept down by the elimination 
of multi-story construction and 
elevators. Total construction 
cost of the building will be 
$1,949,750, including the venti- 
lating - cdoling - heating system. 
Air conditioning can be provid- 
ed for patients’ rooms, with in- 
dividual under-window fan units 
using circulating hot water in 
winters cooled water in sum- 
mer.

Put Forth the Best Men 


A wise observation about the election of good 
men to state office was made by Lloyd C. Stark 
when he was Governor of Missouri. Referring 
to the nomination of candidates in the primary, 
Mr. Stark said that the time to lock the barn 
door was before the horse was stolen. He meant 
that the voters should go to the polis at primary 
time and nominate the best. men to contest the 
subsequent election. 


It is possible to carry the matter a step ahead 
of the point at which Mr. Stark took it up. Good 
men must file for state office or they will not 
be in the primary for the voters to nominate for 
places on the November ballot. 


This means that from the standpoint of the 
Missouri and Illinois state tickets, the 1956 cam- 
paign is already in a most important stage. For 
traditionally in both states the primary ballots 
begin to shape up between Thanksgiving and 
New Year’s day. The final filing date in Illinois 
is Jan. 23. In Missouri it is April 24. 


Missouri will elect a Governor and a United 
States Senator next year. The prospect is that 
Senator Thomas C. Hennings Jr. will be renomi- 
nated without opposition. Thus far there has 
been little talk of Republican possibilities to run 
against the State's senior Senator next November. 


Gov. Phil M. Donnelly goes out of office auto- 
matically since the Missouri Constitution does 
not permit a Governor to succeed himself. This 
means that both the Democrats and the Republi- 
cans will select new nominees for the governor- 
ship at Jefferson City. 


The personality difficulties among Missouri 
Republican leaders have held up G.O.P. activ- 
ity in that direction. These internal differ- 
ences will soon need to be composed if the party 
is to take anything like a united front to the 
voters next year. So far only P.A. Tate of St. 
Louis, former Anti-Saloon League head, has 
announced, but the name of Congressman Thom- 
as B. Curtis of Webster Groves, one of Missouri's 
two Republican House members, is frequently 
referred to. 


Meanwhile the Democrats are growing active. 
Lt. Gov. James T. Bisir, 53-year-old lawyer in 
Jefferson City, announced his candidacy for the 
nomination for Governor as long ago as October. 
Lowell Clelle Carpenter of Columbia, now State 
Commissioner of Agriculture, confirmed that 
he will seek the same nomination. Another pros- 
pect, Attorney General John M. Dalton of Ken- 
nett, has said that he will state after Jan. 1 
whether he will run.

The basic concern of the Democrats, as of 
the Republicans, should be to put forth a man 
so good that the nominee will serve with distinc- 
tion if he is elected. A first consideration 
should be a man’s capacity to provide real lead- 
ership for the state, a quality not too much dis- 
played at the Governor's mansion in recent years. 


Illinois also elects a Governor and a United 
States Senator next year. But in Illinois the 
party positions are reversed from those in Mis- 
souri. Gov. William G. Stratton, who may and 
presumably will seek a second term, is a Re- 
publican. Senator Everett McKinley Dirksen is 
a Republican who asks re-election. Since 
Illinois elected Messrs. Stratton and Dirksen, 
the voters of the Prairie State have re-elected 
Democratic Senator Paul H. Douglas. This sug- 
gests that Illinois will be fighting heatee and 


that the high offices might go to the nominees 
of either party. No leading Republican has chal- 
lenged Gov. Stratton as yet and the prospect now 
is that if he runs again he probably will be re- 
nominated. 

Yet it is possible that after the opposition to 
his highly dubious toll road program takes form 
over the state, he may decide to content himself 
with one term. A letter on this page from a 
Republican in Benton, Ill, suggests the potency 
of this issue.

In any case the quality and character of the 
Democratic nomination for Governor will be im- 
portant. The outstanding candidate so far is 
Stephen A. Mitchell of Chicago, a 52-year-old 
lawyer, who was chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee in the 1952 campaign. A 
close friend of former Goy. Stevenson, Mr. 
Mitchell in 1952 took part in the start of the 
Internal Revenue cleanup as counsel to the 
House’s Chelf investigating committee. Mr. 


Mitchell was also one of the earliest and most'- 


outspoken critics of the now completely re- 
pudiated Dixon-Yates utility deal. 

Morris B. Sachs, Chicago City Treasurer, has 
also declared for the Democratic nomination for 
Governor. Cook County Sheriff Joseph D. Loh- 
man is now prominently mentioned as a Demo- 
cratic possibility. Sheriff Lohman must be 
unique in politics for he is professionally an aca- 
demic sociologist from the University of Chi- 
cago. After serving as Parole Board chairman 
in the Stevenson Administration at Springfield, 
he surprised old-line politicians by getting him- 
self nominated and elected as Sheriff in Cook 
County where he is making an excellent name 
for himself as a law enforcement officer. 

The prospect is that Senator Dirksen will have 
no G.O.P. opposition. On the Democratic side, 
former Senator Scott W. Lucas of Havana has 
considered running again, but not so much is 
heard of this possibility currently. One of the 
ablest members of the State Senate, James W. 
Gray of East St. Louis, announced his candidacy 
for the Dirksen seat two weeks ago. 

- ° . 

A name heard more and more frequently as 
a Democratic senatorial prospect is that of 
State Representative Richard Stengel of Rock 
Island. He entered the Legislature at the age of 
34 and soon became one of its outstanding mem- 
bers. He was a floor leader for the Stevenson 
Administration and is identified with a long 
series of worthwhile enactments. He has been 
rated as a “best” legislator repeatedly by news- 
paper correspondents and the Independent Vot- 
ers of Illinois. 

In Illinois the Republicans will be defending 
their present administration, but should the 
voters turn to the Democrats in 1956 as they 
did in 1948 and again in 1954, they will be ill- 
served if the Democratic party has not nom- 
inated the best possible candidates. 

And in Missouri, whether the state goes Dem- 
ocratic for Governor as it did in 1952 and 1948, 
or turns to the Republicans, both parties must 
offer new candidates, and they should be men 
capable of giving the state a distinguished ad- 
ministration. 

These are the days and weeks when the pri- 
mary lists actually take form. Both parties in 
both states should be making sure to put forth 
able, public-spirited men. That is the only way 
the people can be sure of winning next No- 
vember. 


Immoral and Impractical 

“Immoral” and “unethical’’ are unusual words 
to apply to a law. Yet these words were used by 
Dean Benjamin E. Youngdahl of the George 
Warren Brown School of Social Work to describe 
the present United States immigration law, in a 
Senate hearing in Washington. 

The Washington University dean is not alone 
in questioning the morality of the McCarran- 
Walter Act. Many religious groups and spokes- 
men — Catholic, Protestant and Jewish — have 
criticized the law on the same ground. Questions 
of morality aside, however, it is a practical fact 
that the law is damaging to the United States. 


As Dean Youngdah! noted, the immigration act 
tries to hold immigration quotas to the propor- 
tions of national and ethnic groups which al- 
ready were in the United States in 1920. Thus 
the law not only restricts immigration: it also 
asserts a claim for the superiority of makeup 
of the American population as of 35 years ago. 


To the rest of the world this idea naturally 
appears to be pure nationalistic egotism. The 
immigration law is a slur to many peoples which 
can only be repaid in animosity. 
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More Strength; More Responsibility 

The merger of the AFI, and CIO is to be wel- 
comed because it affords organized labor greater 
opportunities for responsibility in the life of the 
nation. Unlike unions of other nations which are 
divided by conflicting ideologies, no fundamen- 
tal philosophical disagreements separate the two 
American trade union bodies. Yet separation in 
itself is a cause of rivalries, so it is wise to elim- 
inate it. A single over-all purpose should be best 
served by a single over-all organization. 


From the earliest days of the CIO, thoughtful 
leaders like the late Philip Murray worked for 
unification on terms which would not block the 
organizing of the unorganized—especially in 
America’s mass production industries. But it 
took time and some new faces for all to realize 
that there need be no conflict between the older 
AFL craft pattern and the new CIO approach. 


Now that this is acknowledged, it means great- 
er strength for the single federation. Its leaders 
will have to cultivate a commensurate responsi- 
bility. There is hope for this since the merger 
itself represents growth in understanding. Lead- 
ers like George Meany of the AFL and Walter 
Reuther of the CIO have looked beyond their 
immediate interests. Meany and his associates, 
speaking for the last time as the old AFL execu- 
tive council, declared: 

Our first responsibility must be to our 
country. We must so conduct ourselves, both 
in the formulation and implementation of 
basic policies, as to promote at all times the 
peace of the world, the security of the free 
American way of life and its economic and 
social progress. 

Speaking for virtually the last time as the 
head of the CIO, Walter Reuther observed: 

We rejected from the beginning the “pure 
and simple” trade union philosophy that 
would cast labor in a narrow economic 
pressure group. We rejected the doctrine of 
Marxist class struggle. We developed a new 
labor movement, a new philosophy that came 
out of the richness and great opportunities 


of America. 

Recalling that even the new grouping will be 
but a federation of autonomous trade groups 
and that “corruption and corrupting influences 
are at work continuously,” Reuther admitted 
that the fight against “crooks and Communists” 
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is not always easy, He promised, however, that 
it would be carried on steadfastly. 

The merger represents some Sacrifice of ha- 
bitual loyalties. For some it may mean the loss 
of a job. It is not a big miracle of sweetness and 
light. But it is fundamentally sound. It should 
further the economic welfare of its members and 
thus help to create and sustain the purchasing 
power esSential to a flourishing economy. 
Through its social and educational agencies, it 
should also deepen the appreciation of the so- 
ciety of which that economy is but one aspect. 
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Common Sense on Hospital Fees 

In declining to condemn the “institute” plan 
for collection of fees at City and Homer G. 
Phillips Hospitals, the St. Louis Medical Society 
made what laymen will regard as a common- 
Sense decision. 

The Institute of Medical Education and Re- 
search was set up at the two public hospitals in 
1954 for the purpose of receiving fees from non- 
indigent patients who are able to pay. Funds so 
collected, amounting so far to around $71,103, 
go to the financing of education and research 
at these hospitals, thus supplementing the tax 
funds which support them. 


It is conceivable that such funds might_ be 
misused, and if so the institute would properly 
earn condemnation. No charge of any such 
misuse, however, has been made. Those phy- 
sicians who wished to condemn the plan argued 
that it “tends” to put the public hospitals into 
competition with private hospitals as profit- 
making institutions, and that it “may lead” to 
retaining patients who should be discharged. 
Neither argument carries conviction. Nor can 
one agree that plenty of funds are available for 
education and research from other sources. 


The public hospitals are primarily intended 
for indigent patients, but when some patients 
turn out to be able to pay, especially in accident 
cases, why should they not be billed for services 
received? And when such fees are collected, 
to what better purpose could they be put than 
to financing education and research at these 
hospitals? The Medical Society has answered 
these questions in the right way, and it is to 
be hoped that the covert campaign against the 
institute by some physicians will now be dropped. 
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Shotgun Blast at Belzoni 

Following close on the heels of the Emmett 
Till murder in Mississippi came the shotgun 
blast that seriously wounded Gus Courts at Bel- 
zoni. Gus Courts, a grocer, is a member of the 
National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People who had been urging unregis- 
tered Negroes to register so they might qualify 
as voters. For this he was fired upon from an 
automobile through the window of his store. 

Were Gus Courts's civil rights violated’? The 
FBI is looking into the case to see. Obviously 
his right to be a functioning citizen was violated 
and flagrantly so. He narrowly missed death. 
And beyond question a campaign of terror to 
force him to leave his home and his business 
flouts the Bill of Rights. 


If Mississippi is not going to protect the lives 
of people, the Federal Government will have 


mo choice but to do so. One state cannot be al- 


lowed to make a mockery of the United States

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UNEARTHING SOME EARLY AMERICANS 


A New Look at

A searching re-examination of policy 
with respect to Germany is under way 
in Western diplomatic capitals. This 
policy review was precipitated by the 
Geneva conference of foreign ministers, 
out of which top Western diplomats 
have drawn two conclusions: 


1. That the West's maximum objec- 
tive in Germany—integration of a unit- 
ed country in the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization—is unattainable; and 


2. That rigid adherence to the pres- 
ent policy line may in fact produce a 
communized Germany integrated into 
the Soviet military system, exactly the 
opposite of the result intended. 


Many Western diplomats, including 
Secretary of State John Foster Dulles, 
are known to have gone to the Geneva 
conference convinced that the Kremlin 
would not agree to let the West's mili- 
tary and political frontiers advance to 
the Oder-Neisse line 

West German Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer strongly opposes a change in 
this policy. 

His contention is that any concession 
to the Soviet Union would be taken as a 
sign of weakness, and that the Kremlin 
then would simply demand more. 

Other Western diplomats recognize 
that this may in fact be the case. But 
they are much more concerned about 
the growth of neutralist sentiment in- 
side West Germany than Dr. Adenauer 
appears to be. They doubt his ability 
to hold in check the growing demand 
for unification at almost any price 

Evidence which serves to reinforce 
the conclusion that present Western 
goals are unattainable has been brought 
back from the Soviet Union by one of 
the West's most astute diplomats, Lester 
B. Pearson, Canadian Secretary for Ex-

ternal Affairs. He recently returned 
from a 30,000-mile trip through the 
Soviet Union and Southeast Asia. One 
of Mr. Pearson’s most vivid impressions 
was his’ discussion of Germany with 
Soviet Premier Nikolai A. Bulganin and 
Nikita S. Khrushchev, First Secretary of 
the Soviet Communist party. 

The two Soviet leaders told Mr. Pear- 
son they would “never” agree to the uni- 
fication of Germany within NATO. The 
word “never” is rarely applicable in 
diplomacy, Mr. Pearson said, but other- 
wise it was clear to observers that he 
accepted the statement as a candid de- 
scription of Soviet policy. 

If the Soviets do indeed stall indefi- 
nitely on German unification, mean- 
wiile holding out tempting offers to 
Bonn in direct diplomatic contacts, the 
West is likely to hecome more and 
more isolated from the German people 

Dr. Adenauer undoubtedly would hold 
fast to the NATO alliance, but his suc- 
cessor might well negotiate unification 
on Soviet terms. 

The alternative being weighed Is to 
offer to trade off Germany’s NATO 
tie in return for unification through 
genuinely free elections—that is, in re- 
turn for a non-Communist Germany. 
The West would pull its military fron- 
tiers back if the Kremlin would let the 
West thrust its political frontiers for- 
ward. 

The Kremlin might not be interested 
in such a bargain. It would not be 
popular with those Western European 
governments which do not really want 
to recreate a united, strong Germany. 
It would raise serious military and stra- 
tegic problems for the NATO general 
staff. But it might be the maximum the 
West could achieve short of war.

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They Had to Write

A person who talks too much suffers 
from logorrhea; a person who writes 
too much suffers from graphomania. 


This type of madness received con- 
siderable attention during the nine- 
teenth century. In 1877 the celebrated 
criminologist Cesare Lombroso pub- 
lished a book on “Genius and Insanity” 
(Genio e Follia) in which he consid- 
ered graphomaniacs and their. manias. 


In 1856 some essays on literary mad- 
men were contributed by Joseph Oc- 
tave Delepierre to Miscellanies of the 
Philobiblon Society. Delepierre wrote 
of two famous graphomaniacs, one of 
whom is surely known to every li- 
brarian: Alexander Cruden. 


After the speedy completion of his 
treasured Concordance to the Holy 
Scriptures, Cruden developed the pro- 
nounced eccentricities of a grapho- 
maniac. A casual glance at the entries 
in the Catalogue of the British Museum 
discloses a few of his eruptions in 
print. 

A single example will suffice to con- 
firm the diagnosis of Delepierre: “The 
Adventures of Alexander the Cor- 
rector. _ Giving an account of his 
wonderful. escape from an academy at 
Bethnal-Green. .. . And of the dissolu- 
tion of the pretended Court of the 
Blind-Bench in the Poultry. ... And an 
account of his application for the honor 
of Knighthood, etc... . Printed for the 
author... . 1755.” 

The other celebrated graphomaniac 
considered by Delepierre was Bernard 


de Biuet d'Arberes He wrote more 
than 173 books, each of which is said 
to be as insipid as the next. The Brit- 
ish Museum and the Bibliotheque Na- 
tionale have extensive holdings of his 
works which apparently were pub- 
lished in Paris, 1600-1605. 

In 1603 Bluet, under the pseudonym 
of “l’'Archipcocete des Pois Pilez,”’ wrote 
an epic poem which he addressed to 
himself as the Count of Permission. 

The motivation of most graphoman- 
iacs is of a peculiar conceit. They often 
seek to right wrongs or to castigate sin- 
ful men. They require little encourage- 
ment and deserve no pity, for as George 
Eliot would say, “They carry their com- 
fort about with them.” 

As for fame and acclaim, a grapho- 
maniac is wont to bestow the accolade 
upon himself, as witness Cruden’'s ap- 
pelation of Alexander the Corrector, 
and Bluet’s reference to himself as the 
Count of Permission. 

The predilection of graphomaniacs 
for’ pseudonyms is a curious manifesta- 
tion that reflects their indifference to 
notoriety and fame. 

Many examples might be cited, but a 
particularly apt one is that of a book 
by Jean Marje Chassaignon published 
in 1779 under the pen-name of Epi- 
menide l'Inspire: Catarectes de limag- 
ination, deluge de la scribomenie, vo- 
missement litteraire, hemorrhagie en-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3 (UP) 
—Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon today called the first 
meeting of the bipartisan com- 
mission set up by Congress this 
year to investigate the Govern- 
ment’s controversial loyalty-se- 
curity program. 

Nixon, who said he acted at 
the request of President Eisen- 
hower, set the meeting for Dec. 
14 in the Senate Office 
Building. 

In letters to the 12 public 
and private commission mem- 
bers, he said the group would 
elect a chairman and vice chair- 
man and “transact any other 
business its members deem ad- 
visable.” 

Purpose of Group. 

Democrats in Congress spon- 
sored the legislation setting up 
the commission. It is authorized 
to study—and recommend im- 
provements in—the basic per- 
sonnel security laws, executive 
orders and agency regulations, 
and also practices followed .in 
congressional investigations. 

The Administration's loyalty- 
security program has been un- 
der heavy fire recently from 
two Democratic-controlled Sen- 
ate subcommittees. 

The commission was author- 
ized by a law signed by Mr. 
Eisenhower Aug. 9, but its mem- 
bers were not Appointed until 
Nov. 10. Nothing further

The Federal Communications 
Commission reported yesterday 
that television’s gross revenues 
rose 37 per cent in the year.

dropped by 5 per cent to $449.- 
000,000. 

It was the first time com- 
bined radio-TV revenues ever 
'had topped one billion dollars 
The highest gross income ever 
realized by the radio industry 
was $475,000,000 in 1953 : 

The commission said it got 
its figures by compiling money 
paid by advertisers for 
and television time and talent. 

Net television profits last 
year were estimated at $90.- 
000,000 — about 33 per cent 
above 1953. Radio's profits 
dropped 24 per cent.

and their 16 stations took in 50 | 


cent of television's total 
The remainder went 
to the 394 other television sta- | 
tions, the commmission said. 

The networks made profits— | 
before federal income tax—of | 
about $26,500,000, the commis- 
sion estimated.

TUCKERTON, NJ Dec. 3 
(UP)—The old Tuckeric.1 wire- 
less station, which, flashed the 
death signal for 1153 persons 
aboard the liner Lusitania in 
World War I, is doomed 

The 763-foot radio tower, the 
world’s eighth tallest structure, 
will be toppled this month by 
demolition experts. The opera- 
tion will mark the final phase 
of dismantling the multi-milliaqn 
dollar installation which was 


the world’s most powerful radio | 


station from 1913 to 1953. 

On May 7, 1915, a terse two- 
word message flashed from the 
tower contributed to United 
States’ entry into World War I. 

The cryptic. message said 
“Get Lucy!” 

A few hours later German 
U-boats sent the British liner 
Lusitania to the bottom off the 
Irish coast. The death toll in- 
cluded 114 Americans. 

‘The message was meaningless 
to the radio operator who sent 
it on orders of his superiors— 
the Germans who had built the 
station in 1912-13 and then op- 


erated it ostensibly as an inno- 
cent commercial enterprise.

“We won the battle of the 
seas with the station,’ Charles 
Buelow, an electronic engmeer 
at the tower said. “Germany 
dominated the seas until the 
Station co-ordinated activities of 
the Atlantic fleet.” 

Between the two wars the sta- 
tion was operated by R.C.A., 
Communications, Inc., a subsid- 
lary of Radio Corp. of America. 
However, the station outlived 
its usefulness in 1953 when the 
Navy completed a station four 
times as powerful near Seattle, 
Wash. 

The Tuckerton station was 
purchased by a realty corpora- 
tion which owns 1800 acres in 
the Mystic Islands and plans to 
develop New Jersey's largest 
private resort.

HANGES in the baseball 
C ricture, including chiefly 

the sharp decline in the 
major league talent pool and 
improved financial status of 
club owners generally, has 
made the trading of good 
players a much less important 
phase of the baseball opera- 
tion than it was a few decades 
ago. 

Frank Lane is finding out 
how difficult it is to get the 
players needed by the Cardi- 
nals when he doesn’t have a 
surplus of attractive talent to 
offer in deals. Time was when 
the Redbird farm system was 
producing surplus talent year 
after year,. On at least two 
occasions the late Sam Bread- 
on was able to sell, within 
the period of a year, more 
than $300,000 worth of play- 
ers, without weakening the 
parent ball club. 

Back a few decades ago, 
too, there were second divi- 
sion clubs in financial dis- 
tress. Each year, to pay bills 
and appreximate solvency as 
spring training time _  ap- 
proached, have-not clubs 
would trade the few good 
players they had for money 
and replacements of lesser 
ability or experience, just to 
stay in business. 

Now there isn't a poverty- 
stricken club Mm the majors, 
the talent pool is at.a low ebb,

There was a serious blow to 
the Cardinal team when 
Shortstop Charley Gelbert 
was injured in a hunting ac- 
cident after the 1932 season, 
but by this time the farm 
system was producing in 
quantity and quality. There 
was no shortstop replacement 
in the system, but there was 
surplus talent at other posi- 
tions and the Cardinals used 
that asset to get a man to take 
Gelbert’s place. Paul Der- 
ringer, an outstanding pitch- 
er, was sent to Cincinnati 
along with a few lesser fig- 
ures, to bring Leo Durocher 
to Sportsman’s Park. 


Durocher fitted perfectly 
into the Gashouse Gang line- 
up and the Cardinals won an- 
other pennant in 1934, a flag 
they couldn't have taken 
without the Lip. 


That was about the last im- 
portant player trade the 
Cardinals made.

Two Big Fights on 

Program for Week. 

HERE are two big boxing 
T matches on the program 

this week. First is the 
meeting between Nino Valdes, 
Cuba, and Bob Baker, Pitts- 
burgh, heavyweights, sched- 
uled for 10 rounds at Cleve- 
land, Wednesday night which 
headlines the thirtieth annual 
Cleveland News Christmas 
Toy show. Then comes the 
middleweight championship 
fight at Chicago, Friday night, 
between Bobo Olson, the cur- 
rent titleholder, and Sugar 
Ray Robinson who hopes to 
regain the 160-pound crown 
which he once held. 

Both will be telecast na- 
tionally. Wednesday's bout 
will be seen here over KTVI, 
Channel 36 at 9 o'clock, and 
Friday night the action will 
be over KSD-TV, Channel 5, 
also at 9 o'clock. 

Baker and Valdes are un- 
usually large men, even for 
heavyweights and each should 


weigh about 210 pounds. Bak- - 


er ranks second among the 
contenders for Rocky Marci- 
ano’s crown, Valdes is No. 3. 

In 49 contests as a profes- 
sional, Baker has won 43, 19 
of them by knockouts. He has 
lost five and boxed one draw. 
He was knocked out by Archie 
Moore in 9 rounds at Miami, 
Fla.. March 9, 1954. He was 
also kayoed by Satterfield in 
a round, July 1, 1953 and by 
Clarence Henry in 8 rounds 
in 1951. That last one stopped 
Baker's winning streak at 26 
and he is currently unde- 
feated in 12 contests. 

Valdes rates as something 
of an in-and-outer. He lost 
to Baker on a decision in 10 
rounds May 21, 1953 and he 
was defeated by Archie Moore 
at The Arena in 10 rounds, 
March 11, 1953. He was 
knocked out by Joe Louis in 
a round in an exhibition, one 
of three in which he fought 
the former champion of the 
world. 

On the brighter side of the 
picture of Valdes is a second 
round knockout of Tommy 
(Hurricane) Jackson in the 
second round; a 10-round de- 
cision over Ezzard Charles 
and a knockout over Don 
Cocke!l, tormer British cham- 
pian. He stopped Cockell in 
the third ruund whereas it 
took Marciano eight to turn 
the same trick. 

Just before he boxed 
Cockell in England, Valdes 
was beaten rather badly by 
Bob Satterfield in Chicago, a 
bout which was seen here on 
television. 

The two heavies are sched- 
uled to go 10 rounds. They 
did it before but it would be 
surprising if they do it again. 
One or the other should be 
finished before the 10 rounds 
are over.

Robinson, prior to his re- 
tirement in 1952 after suffer- 
ing a knockout at the hands 
of Joe Maxim, then light 
heavyweight champion of the 
world in the fourteenth 
round. June 25, 1952, was 
rated one of the greatest 
fighters of his pounds and 
inches of all time 

The night he fought Maxim 


for the 175-pound crown in 


Yankee Stadium was one of 
the hottest on record The 
thermometer registered 104 at 
ringside and it was worse 
than that inside the ring un- 
der the lights. 

But it was just as hot for 


Maxim who was under the 
added handicap of having to 
make the weilgnht—twice-—as 
the bout was postponed be 
cause of rain for one night 
The referee, Ruby Gold- 
stein, collapsed in th ring 
and Robinson was unable to 


answer the bell for the four- 
teenth round. 

After’ that Robinson an- 
nounced his retirement but 
decided to come back after 
21 months because his fi- 
nances had shrunk, due to 
over-extension in business af- 
fairs 

He knocked out Joe Rin- 
done in 6 rounds in his first 
comeback effort then was 
punched all over the ring and 
soundly trounced by Ralph 


(Ticer! Jones in Chicago's 
Stadium on Jan. 19 of this 
vear He defeated Johnny 
Lombardo in 10 rounds in 
Cincinnati just before Lom- 


bardo won from Phil Kim 
here at the Auditorium. Rob- 
inson went on to defeat Ted 
Olla in 3 rounds, Garth Pan- 
ter in 10 and Rocky Castel- 
lani in 10, although in the lat- 
ter bout Robinson was on the 
floor for a count 

In his entire career Robin- 
son has won 136 fights, 88 by 
knockouts: he has lost four, 
drawn in two, boxed one no 
decision and 5 exhibitions. 

Olson. after his loss to 
Robinson in 15 rounds in San 
Francisco, March 13, 1952. 
went on a winning streak of 
21 straight. Included in his 
triumphs was one over Paddy 
Young to win the American 
middleweight championship 
and another over Randy Tur- 
pin of England in 15 rounds 
in Madison Square Garden 
for the world title, which had 
been vacated by Robinson on 
his retirement. 

Bobo defended his cham- 
pionship three times, suc- 
cessfully, against Kid Gavi- 
lan in 15 rounds, Rocky Cas- 
tellani in 15 and against 
Pierre Langlois of France in 
15. 

Then he tried the task at 
which Robinson failed. He 
went out to win the light 
heavyweight championship of 
the world and fought Archie 
Moore. Moore toyed with 
Olson for two rounds, then 
npeseee him out in the third.

CHICAGO, Dec. 3 (AP)—The 
ever - controversial bonus rule, 
the perennial radio-TV problem 

of the minors and the players’ 

_ demands will keep the major 
league owners busy next week 
while the basebal] clubs’ man- 
agers talk trade. 


_ The American and National 
Leagues will hold separate ses- 
sions Monday and Tuesday. A 
joint meeting is scheduled for 
Wednesday morning, though it 
might be moved up if the 
leagues dash through their pri- 
vate business. 

Although proposed changes in 
the bonus rule were rejected 
by the minors at Columbus, 
they remain on the majors’ 
agenda and will be considered. 
The bonus rule sharply restricts 
movements of free agents 
signed for more than $4000. 

The Detroit club would toss 
out the rule altogether while 
Baltimore would like to permit 
bonus players to be optioned to 
the minors, instead of forcing | 
them to stay on the major 
league roster for two years. 


Dressen’s Compromise. 


This plan, originally suggest- 
ed by Chuck Dressen, Washing- 


| ton manager, would include the 


optioned bonus men on a club's 
player limit as a penalty. (Bal- 
timore has four bonus players.) 
Another proposal would per- 
mit an unlimited draft of “sec- 
ond year men” who have had at 
least 30 days service in each of 
_his first two years in baseball. 
The majors also will discuss 
loosening up the June 15 mid- 
night deadline for trading. Un- 
‘der one proposal, one day in 
_July and one day in August 
would be set aside for trades 
within the same league only.

Although shooters had their 
limits by 8 a.m. each day of 
the previous two weeks, not a 
shot had been fired at a goose 
by that time this day. 


One big Canada appeared 
from nowhere around 7 o'clock 
and swung low toward shadow 
decoys surrounding a pit, but 
the hunters, for some reason, 
let it go.

TEXAS TOWER, 110 miles 
off Gape Cad, Mass. Dec. 3 
(AP)—The Air Force boys have 
finally found that wild blue 
yonder.

three legs in water 50 feet deep. 

The 150 officers and men as-

The winter racing meet, 
including six races each with 
purses of $100,000 or more, be- 
gins the last week of December 
and continues into March 

Riverside county’s annual 
Date Festival and Camel Races 
are held in Indio during Feb- 
ruary. Indio is the capital of 
the lush Coachella Valley, the 
“Arabia of America,” the only 
place in the Western hemis- 
phere where dates are grown 
commercially. The festival in- 
cludes an Arabian Nights pa- 
geant, freshly picked dates for 
visitors, camel races and an 
exhibit of the county's farm and 
mineral wealth. 

Beachcombing is popular 
throughout the winter months, 
all along the

San Diego on the south to San- 
ta Barbara.

EFLECTING the abundance of good things at Christmas 
R time, children’s books for Christmas giving are off the 

press in bounteous number, ready to extend part of the 
happiness of this full season into the coming year. 


Books of all sizes, types, and 
@olors heap the counters: 
Really fine literature of to- 
day and yesterday, the world’s 
best poetry, fairy tales, hero 
tales, legends, fables, biog- 
raphies, nature stories and 
humor; also trash—the world’s 
worst tales of unrestrained 
violence. 


The discriminating shopper, 
with an eye to quality, will 
choose from the pile of chil- 
dren's books with the same 
care evitienced by his pro- 
gressing from glove counter 
to shirt department, list of 
sizes in hand. Only by so do- 
ing will he find the perfect 
gift for the perfect child— 
the enduring book of re- 
strained emotions, the book to 
establish desirable standards 
and crystallize good taste. 


Old stories become new for 
a new batch of children, 
toddler to teen-ager, in The 
Hilustrated Treasury of Chil- 
dren’s Literature, a beautiful 
collection of some of the best 
of the past, edited by Mar- 
garet E. Martignoni (Grosset 
& Dunlap, $4.95). For the 
very youngest, the exquisite 
opening section on slick white 
paper carries original pastel 
illustrations of Beatrix Pot- 
ter’s “Peter Rabbit,” Palmer 
Cox’s own adorable “Brownie 
Year Book,” unforgettable se- 
lections from Eugene Field, 
Christopher Morley, and A. 
A. Milne, as well as Mother 
Goose illustrated in beautiful 
colors by Leonard Weisgard, 
Kate Greenway, and C. B. 
Falls, to mention only a few. 

The greater part of the 
book is devoted to selections 
for the middle grades and 
for older children. Samplings 
from “Black Beauty,” “Tom 
Sawyer,” “Huckleberry Finn” 
and “David Copperfield,” as 
well as that greatest of chil- 
dren's books, “Little Women,” 
are likely to arouse in the 
ehild the desire to read the 
entire classic.

Grown-ups, too, will enjoy 
these ageless stories from 
all the world, from all time: 
Tales of laughter, animal 
stories, myths and fables, 
Bible stories, fairy tales and 
Irish, Dutch, Persian, African, 
Swedish and Chinese folk 
tales. 

For pre-school children, 
animal stories predominate. 


Dogs, frogs, budgie birds, 
horses, rabbits, deer, kanga- 
roos, and bears, bears in 


great numbers, take turns oc- 
eupying center front. 

Ludwig Bemelmans, on the 
inside paper jacket of Pars- 
ley (Harper, $3.50), says, “In- 
stead of reading about this 
book, just turn the pages and 
take a look.”

It’s About Time (Wm. R. 
Scott, $2), is a Schlein con- 
cept book in which Leonard 
Kessler’s amusing drawings 
help make a point, as they did 
in “Heavy Is a Hippopota- 
mus” and, “Fast Is Not a 
Lady Bug.” On two consecu- 
tive years, the last two books 
won recognition in The New 
York Times's “Ten Best Il- 
lustrated Books of the Year” 
for children. 

Patsy’s Pet, written and il- 
lustrated by Charlotte Steiner 
(Doubleday, $1.50), parades a 
variety of impossible pets 
for apartment house dwellers. 
Finally and happily just the 
right one is found. Surprise! 
A Budgie bird! 

The incomparable Margot 
Austin in Brave John Henry 
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Illustration from “Snow Birthday” by Helen Key 


(Dutton, $1.75), flustrates 
with the droll, distinct pencil 
drawings of an expert the 
kind of make-believe boy-dog- 
cat story that is really funny 
to little children. 


Bear books galore will 
afford visual pleasure for the 
picture-book age and mental 
exercise for beginning read- 
ers. A Ball for Little Bear 
(Aladdin, $2.25), is an Ojibway 
Indian legend charmingly re- 
told by Emily Brown, with 
illustrations by Dick Mackay. 


In Marian Flood French's 
whimsical Mr. Bear Goes to 
Town (Follet, $2.), the human- 
ized bear maintains as he 
flees from the staring crowd, 
“People should not frighten 
bears.” Lisl Weil's two-color 
pictures move this funny 
story along fast. 


Smokey the Bear is a true 
story by Jane Werner Wat- 
son (Simon & Schuster, $1). 
Feodor Rojankovsky’s won- 
derful, large paintings of the 
New Mexican bear world in- 
clude one easily read -sign: 
*“Smokey’s Rules” which list 
the precautions children can 
take to prevent fires in the 
bears’ world. 


Despite the absurd name, 
Kewtee Bear by Allan Reed, 
Bert Stout, and Truman Quig- 
ley (Children’s Press, $1.50), 
is something special for 
Christmas giving. The gay 
little story is chock full of 
Katherine Evan's brilliant il- 
lustrations in color. 


Dahlov Ipcar in World Full 
of Horses (Doubleday, $2.50), 
paints with simplicity full- 
page pictures for her story 
of horses in grandfather's day 
and today. 


Old timers have been re- 
vived. Frog Went A-Courtin’, 
the old, old ballad retold by 
John Langstaff, is superbly 
illustrated by Feodor Ro- 
jankovsky, ‘Harcourt, Brace 
& Co., $2.50). 


A-glitter with the color, 
light, and atmosphere of each 
season is Thornton W. Bur- 
gess's Stories Around the 
Year with Phoebe Erickson's 
exquisite paintings of animals, 
large and small (Grosset & 
Dunlap, $1). 

As for this year’s Peter 
Rabbit, a supersized picture- 
book splendidly il!ustrated by 
Leonard Weisgard ‘(Grosset 
& Dunlap, $1), I feel noth-

The Walt Disney edition of 
Ward Greene's Lady and the

Children three to eight may 
be led to some of the world’s 
fine poetry in The Golden 
Picture Book of Poems se- 
lected by Ilse Hayes Govoni 
and Dorothy Hall Smith with 
pictures by Grace Dalles 
Clarke (Simon & Schuster, 
$1). Here are poems by Rose 
Fyleman, Walter de la Mare, 
Carl Sandburg, Vachel Lind- 
say and many other peren- 
nial favorites. 
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ANY of the picture-story- 
books delight both the 
toddler and the beginning 
reader. Artist-author Lucy 
Ozone gives us such a book, 
All in One Day (Whitman, 
$2). In it, she very cleverly 
illustrates familiar daily ac- 
tivities for the very young 
child and hand prints in large 
letters on each page one, 


two, three, or four words to 
describe these activities. The 
words may be referred to 
frequently by the child learn- 
ing to read. 

Snow Birthday, by Helen 
Kay (Ariel, $2.50), has a sur- 
prise climax that is fine fun 
for small children; Barbara 
Cooney, a favorite children's 


moralizing. For pre-school to 
seven-year olds, Dr. Frances 
R. Horwich of television fame 
writes Miss Frances’ Story 
Book of Manners (Rand Mc- 
Nally, $2.95). With the aid of 
Nina Gow’s two-tone illustra- 
tions, basic manners are 
covered entertainingly, con- 
veying the realization that 
they make life more pleasant 
for everybody. 


In Manners to Grow On 
(Doubleday, $2.50), Tina and 
Manning Lee, her illustrator 
husband, deal with the basic 
consideration for others which 
results in good manners. It 
is well organized and at- 
tractively illustrated, for chil- 
dren six to 12. 


Seven to 10-year-olds may 
choose from a host of absorb- 
ing stories by fine writers. 
Competition with TV is 
threatened if the child re- 
ceives any of the following: 


The House at the City Wall, 
by Sophie Schieker (Follett, 
$2.50), a worthwhile story of 
family life in an old German 
town is enhanced by How- 
ard Simon's fine pencil draw- 
ings. 

Nancy Dingman Watson's 
Toby and Doll (Bobbs Merrill, 
$2.75), is a choice book about 
a Vermont boy and his de- 
voted dog. Expressive illus- 
trations in line and color are 
by Alden A. Watson. 


Alta Halverson Seymour 
gives us The Top O’ Christ- 
mas Morning (Follett, $2.50), 
a story of Ireland and the 
fifth of this author's thor- 
oughly delightful annual 
Christmas - around - the - 
world - books. Mary Stevens's 
soft pencil drawings enhance 
the flavor of the Irish 
countryside. 


Betsy Warren's The Donkey 
Sat Down (Steck Co., $1.50), 
is a humorous account of the 
beast called Taffy because he 
was so hard to pull.

Nature of the Short Story 


Either It Flies or It Falls on Its Face 


HE short story form is an 
T ever present temptation 

to the writer to try to pass 
a miracle; itis an invitation to 
avoid the laborious construc- 
tion work which the novel 
requires for its presentation 
of human beings, in favor of 
the lucky (or inspired) light- 
ning bolt which will reveal 
in one blinding flash an event 
so significant that those per- 
sons involved will be seen 
with a clarity which even 
prolonged narration cannot 
achieve. The word, please 
note, is “clarity,” not “com- 
pleteness.” 

The short story form in- 
vites the writer to be a semi- 
wizard, a near-poet and an 
extended epigramist; it dares 
him to hit upon by divination 
or incantation or desperation 
the event, the action, the sit- 
uation, which will reveal not 
only the nature of the human 
beings involved in the action, 
but which will indicate the di- 
rection their lives are going 
to take because of it. While 
it is true that there is not 
time in most short stories to 
show characters developing or 
changing, there is time to 
show the event, after which 
one feels the characters will 
never again be quite the same. 


When this suggestion of 
change is done successfully, 
the reader participates in the 
action of the story to a great- 
er degree than he does in the 
action of the novel. His par- 
ticipation is greater because 
he must infer more. The lan- 
guage of the short story is 
more highly charged, the ac- 
tion more symbolic, the con- 
clusions less concretely “dem- 
onstrated.” The reader has 
to do more for himself in the 
short story than in the novel 
and to this extent the popu- 
larity of the short story in 
the United States may be in- 
terpreted (if one wants to be 
a little fanciful) as a part of 
the do-it-yourself craze. Or it 
may even be regarded as one 
form of audience-participation 
show. 

” * - 

HIS does not mean that 
T the reader of the novel 

does not participate in, 
identify with, and empathet- 
ically experience what is go- 
ing on in its 490 pages. It 
does mean, however, that 
there is more “demonstration” 
in the novel than in the short 
story. The short story has to 
suggest more per word than 


the novel. A nimbus of un- 
expressed but suggested 
meaning hovers over its 


surface. 

The short story might be 
defined as a pact between 
reader and writer to permit 
5000 words, three or four 
characters, the span of a few 
hours or days, and the inter- 
relations of the characters 
during this short time to 
convey meanings of a more 


I keep emphasizing the 
reader in this discussion of 
the short story because with- 


By JESSAMYN WEST 
contained “end-stopped” story 
and the need to describe and 
talk about the characters. 

The present day reader says 
to the story writer: “Do not 
tell me ‘about’ these charac 
ters. Let me, instead, see 
them involved in an action in 
sufficiently for’me to be able 
to infer what they are like.” 
So the modern short story is 
the result of a pact by which 
the writer, with the reader's 
consent, attempts to bring off 
the miracle of multum in 
parvo. If no reader sees 
the multum in the parvum, 
the miracle has failed. 


The short story writer's 
arts and techniques are the 
visual aids by which he hopes 
to make his revelations ap- 


parent. The miracle of the 
short story, like that of any 
art, is the removal of blind- 
ness in order that the non 
apparent can be seen, 

The short story writer 
takes a greater risk than the 
novelist. The novelist does 
not attempt these lightning 
strokes of revelation It is 
true that there are great sat- 
isfactions to be had from 
even what is called a “pedes- 
trian novel.” The short story, 
however, cannot be pedes- 
trian, Either it flies or it 
falls on its face.

POET, I have forgotten 
J wer one, was asked why 

he did not write novels 
He replied something like 
this: “The novelist is always 
having to write sentences of 
this kind—‘True to her prom- 
is¢é, Mrs. Pembroke, dressed 
in the cobalt blue merino in 
which Henry Bolingbroke had 
first seen her, appeared punc- 
tually at 4:30 and waited im- 
patiently until Percy, the new 
coachman,' drove up behind 
the matched greys, to take 
her to what well might prove 
the most momentous rende7- 
vous of her life.” I cannot 
bear,” the poet said, “to write 
sentences like that.” 

The short story writer, like 
the poet, has to write fewer 
sentences of that kind than 
the novelist. If the short 
story is like, in some respects, 
what is most up-to-date, the 
do-it-yourself and audience 
participation crazes, it has its 
resemblances also and without 
any contradictions involved — 
with the Elizabethan stage. 

I say “without contradic- 
tion” since the Elizabethan 


stage had its own do-It-your- 
self- and audience participa- 
tion characteristics. The audi- 
ence then set the stage for 
the playing of the dramas it 
saw, just as today the reade1 
of the modern short story ac 
cepts a minimum of realistic 
Stage settings in the matter 
of backgrounds and costumes. 
For a time the modern 
short story appeared to be 
limiting itself by the assump- 
tion that there was some mag- 
ical virtue in telling the story 
from a single point of view. 


All stories are obviously told” 


from the viewpoint of some- 
one, Not to recognize this 
and to use the particular way 
of telling best for each story 


is narrative folly. But to 
make the consistent use of a 
single viewpoint one's stand- 


ard for: measuring the merit 
of a story is folly of a less 
limited order. 

The best story tellers today 
shift so subtly from viewpoint 
to viewpoint that many of the 
layered meanings and riches 
of the novel are encompassed 
in the shorter form. This is 
the direction, I believe, in 
which the best short story 
writers today’ are moving. 

* - 

T is true that the single 
J viewpoint can, by its limi- 

tations, intensify. It can do 
for the narrative what a foun- 
tain’s mechanism does for the 
flow of water available to a 
fountain. The water of a 
fountain, forced through a 
single aperture, goes higher, 
emerges more showily and 
makes a more distinct, if also 
more artificial sound than if 
managed in other ways. I am 
holding no brief against foun- 
tains. I do however admire 
water in other forms Gio. 

Most of my own Stories 
have been written from a sin- 
gle viewpoint. I am, as of 
the present, a believer in the 
riches of the multi-viewpoint. 

But, methods of telling 
aside, I cannot hear the word, 
“short story,” without ex- 
periencing seme of the same 
quickening of breath and 
tightening of veins that I ex- 
perience when [| hear the 
word, “poetry.” The short 
story has neither the poem's 
incandescent flash nor the 
novel's steady daylight sun- 
shine. But it combines ele- 


ments of both with a candle 
power not to be sneezed at. 
Or sneeze if you want to. 
This is a candle whose flame 
won't be put out easily.

Of 1955

T HE most provocative nov- 


els that came to my no- 

tice during 1955 were of 
European origin. I did not 
read the whole list so it is 
possible that some domestic 
product of the purest and 
most arresting quality may 
have escaped me. But it 
seems unlikely that it also 
would have been ignored by 
the other watchers of the 
skies. 


In any event, Dr. Thomas 
Mann's tour de force of eru- 
dite humor known as “The 
Confessions of Felix Krull” is 
an immensely engaging book, 
one of the few that could be 
read a second time with the 
certain knowledge that its 
freshness would not be dimin- 
ished. Felix Krull is a ras- 
cal but a rare one; so rare 
that some of his victims re- 
gard it as a privilege to be 
duped with such consummate 
style. 

What distinguishes Felix 
Krull from the ordinary 
rogue is the dynamic power 
of his artistic impulses. It 
is this, rather than a vulgar 
yearning for riches and pow- 
er that leads him to an in- 
stinctive rejection of con- 


ventional morality. In a 
sense, therefore, he repre- 
sents the artist in action. At 


the least he resembles the 
artist in that he undertakes 
to light up the world with his 
imagination and to hypnotize 
his audience into a suspen- 
Sion of disbelief. 


“Not Honour More” by 
Joyce Cary is memorable for 
its passion. The communi- 
cated intensity is what gives 
the novel an _ enveloping 
warmth and makes it possible 
for the reader to identifs 
himself with a central char 
acter whose humanity has 
been warped.

éé T HE CYPRESSES BE- 

LIEVE IN GOD,” a 
two-volume opus by 
Jose Maria Gironella, deals 
exhaustively with the ago- 
nized period of modern Span- 
ish history that preceded the 
Civil War.

Franco bias; but its penetrat- 
ing analysis of Spanish mores 
and Spanish character makes 
it quite evident that the im- 
mediate causes of the war 
were not the basic ones.

Books for the Anxious 


A Voluminous Literature Tell Us All How to Lighten Our Burdens

N a recent interview, Ed- 
| vs Weeks, editor of the 

Atlantie Monthly, expressed 
a hope for “a book about the 
prevalent feeling of insecuri- 
ty, the increase in the number 
of cases of melancholia, alco- 
holism, mental sickness.” It 
could, he said, be a great 

_ subject, very moving. And 

' go, of course, it is, but an 
even more moving and symp- 
tomatic subject is the preva- 
lence of books on this very 
topic. A slight glance at 
today’s publications and a 
sampling of a few best- 
sellers suggest that modern 
man, and perhaps even more 
noticeably modern woman, 
spends most of his days with 
a finger on his spiritual 
pulse, feeling for the missing 
beat that indicates how he, 

' too, is a sufferer from the 

| heart-sickness of our “age of 
anxiety.” 

A heading for a whole cate- 
gory of today’s books is 
Samuel Smiles’s old title, 
“Self-help.” Is a man hurt, 
or lonely, or tense, or wor- 
ried, or restless, or irritated, 
or anxious? Some prophet or 
other is prepared to tell him 
how not to be. Does he suf- 
fer, as all mortals must, from 
a lack of peace of mind or 
soul? Somebody advises him 
in a book how to lay his bur- 
den down. Does he find no 
meaning in life, and is he 
oppressed with the “prob- 
lems” of his days? He is 
given rules on how to live 
healthfully, and how — with 
the hope, one imagines, of 
discovering a Grail—to em- 
bark on the quest for mean- 
fing and the search for 
identity. 

He is offered the gift of 
power and reward and self- 
knowledge, and only a hand- 

' ful of his mentors remind 

'him, as Socrates and the 

' Preacher of the Old Testa- 

' ment do, that power is fleet- 

| {ng, that the reward is in the 

' peeking, not in the goal, and 
that self-knowledge hurts as 
deeply as it heals.

OW has it come about, 
H fever of self-exam- 

‘ination? Here again there 
are books and books with 
ready answers. Some blame 
it, in the fashion of nine- 
teenth century Positivism, on 
two world wars, a depression 
between them, and the haunt- 
ing fear, within the last year 
or two, that a fantastic pros- 
perity cannot iast. Because 
one of the common means of 
diagnosis is a variant of 
Freudian theory, the cause 
of the disease is laid at 
Freud's door equally as reme- 
dies for it are expected from 
psychoanalysis. Poets and 
sensitive folk, like Anne Mor- 
row Lindbergh, trace their 
malaise to the increasing 
complexity of civilization and 
are eager to go to the sea or 
the mountains or a Trappist 
monastery for the simplicity 
and solitude and the “world 
to oneself” that are certainly 
hard to obtain in the city. 

Even the sociologists, not 
usually prone to this kind of 
speculation, wonder if an 
urban existence strips from 
man the sense of “belonging” 
that he used to rely on in the 
small community, turning him 
into a spiritual Ishmael, a 
rootless wanderer on the face 
of the earth. ; 

In. former times, it would 
seem, people were less trou- 
bled than they are now over 
the “quest for identity.” 
They were fairly content to 
be identified with a church 
or a farm group or a piece 
of earth no broader than a 
wagon could traverse in a 
day's journey. Especially was 
this true for a woman in yes- 
terday’s world. Except for 
the rebel who, like Virginia 
Woolf, pleaded for a room of 
her own, she found her hap- 
piness in caring for house, 
family, and a narrow range 
of community chores. Her 
identity was not so precious 
or distinct as to be lost in 
devotion to family and 
friends.

“rich, vital, and satisfying 
life” of her own. 

So, believing that times 
have changed and that new 
habits of living have bred a 
new discontent, the man or 
woman of today finds the old 
doctrines of self-help unedi- 
fying. The self-reliance that 
Emerson advocated for his 
generation appears brazen to 
an age that finds “self” un- 
recognizable since Freud and 
Jung reduced it to fragments 
that only the analyst may 
disentangle. The ancient 
Salvation Army formula of 
welcoming the sinner in— 
still operative in Alcoholics 
Anonymous as in the Army 
itself, and backed in prin- 
ciple by the authority of no 
less a person than Dr. Erich 
Fromm—has a taint of too 
much simplicity to appeal to 
quasi- sophisticated moderns. 

The Gospel of Work, 
though given an up-to-date 
gloss of advice on how to 
live 365 days a year and 
make each day count, frankly 
leaves today's citizen feeling 
very weary; he is tired al- 
ready from the pressure of 
too many duties and the con- 
viction that many of them are 
worthless anyhow. 

Even “service,” the standby 
of pulpit and club, has a 
rather obnoxious odor when 
many a man, busy serving 
and saving his neighbor, is 
dubious about his own happi- 
ness. “What must I do to 
be saved?” he asks, in Bun- 
yan's familiar phrase, and he 
has the right to inquire, when 
s0 many physicians—minis- 
ters, psychiatrists, psycholo- 
gists, sociologists, poets, art- 
ists—offer advice, how many 
of them have first healed 
themselves. 


* — — 

N the surface, the glut 
()«: books about anxiety 
and confident living as 
an antidote suggests that our 
generation is enduring an 
acute attack of spiritual jit- 
ters. A shrewd commenta- 
tor on marriage remarks that 
“ a crisis is not hopeless until 
it is fully dramatized,” and 
certainly it is fashionable to 
play the role of the Anxious 
Person. A girl quarrels with 
her boy and Martha Carr's 
column puts her on a stage. 
A wife is bored with her hus- 
band and Dr. Peale airs her 
grievance in Look maga- 
zine. Like every other wom- 
an, a gifted woman finds less 
time for art or solitude than 
she would like to have, and 
she dramatizes herself as the 

victim of age-long tyranny. 
Not content with being 
analyzed, a form of self- 
dramatization in itself, a 
goodly number of psychiatry’s 


clients provide Dantesque ac- 
counts of their journey 
through the hell of depth 
psychology. 


In spite, however, of this 
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sickly habit of merely brood- 
ing over symptoms, a deep- 
seated restlessness is appar- 
ent in our society. Whatever 
its causes, our anxiety may 
go no deeper than our -par- 
ents’, though it appears to be 
more widespread, After sev- 
eral generations of education 
and economic opportunity, 
the average modern man sees 
ahead of him far more ample 
goals than his grandfather 
had. He has a chance to be- 
come not one but many men 
—father, worker, citizen, 
thinker, poet. All of these 
many men he would like to 
be, and, being human, he can 
not be, or, at least, not in the 
front rank everywhere. So 
he must put up with “frus- 
tration” as best he may. 
* . . 

OR this kind of person, 
I the advice that Dr. Peale 

and his associates offer is 
admirable, in spite of high- 
brow sneers. It focuses on 
the measure of contentment 
to be found in doing a little 
job well, living agreeably 
with one’s neighbors, and hav- 
ing confidence that problems 
can be met as they arise. On 
such a code, with a leaven of 
faith added, the wilderness 
was conquered. 

Anne Morrow Lindbergh's 
“Gift from the Sea” goes 
deeper than this into ques- 
tions about the “self” that 
have troubled poets and mys- 
tics for centuries. On holiday 
to an island, she tries to dis- 
cover once again a belief in 
herself that has been nibbled 
away by the teeth of too many 
duties, 

She pleads for simplicity 
and solitude to heal the 
wounds of her soul, in this 
plea being one of a great 
company that includes Tho- 
reau and Alice Meynell, 
Amiel and St. Theresa. More 
and more strenuously, physi- 
cians are making out this 
prescription for the current 
restlessness — enough of a 
holiday from business and 
people and newspapers and 
the telephone to give one a 
sense of being on top of the 
day's incidents instead of 
feeling smothered by them. 
It is a well-tested recipe for 
spiritual sanity.

N the area of the moral 
| =< mental illnesses of to- 

day, only the experts are 
competent to speak—about al- 
coholism, neuroses, deviations 
from our accepted codes. 
These serious disorders send 
far too many into hospitals, 
and they keep perpetuating 
themselves from generation 
to generation. Now they are 
fortunately being discussed 
in books for the layman, but 
he must remember that he is 
no more capable of handling 
them than he is of setting a 
fractured bone. In this cau- 
tion Dr. Peale is much wiser 
than some of his critics, be- 
ing willing to recommend a 
psychiatrist when a personal 
dilemma is serious enough 
to warrant it. 

In fact, what is really sur- 
prising about today's publica- 
tions is the amount of sane 
and uSeful advice being of- 
fered on the spiritual ail- 
ments of our time. For a few 
dollars, any man or woman 
may have a diagnosis, hints of 
a typical case-history, a set 
of do's and don't’s not teo 
hard to follow, and, what is 
most comforting, a conviction 
that he is not the only suf- 
ferer. 

There is a catch, however. 
It is one that doctors of body 
and soul have known from 
the beginning—that nobody, 

by taking thought or by read- 
ing a book on self-help, can 
add a cubit to his stature. 
Apparently a cloud of anxiety 
is part of the human climate. 
The heart of man is restless, 
and the saints have hinted 
that it should be. So that 
the only advisers to guard 
against are the ones who cry 
peace where there is no 
peace, offering an easy and 
inadequate comfort. Among 
the gifts from the sea that 
Mrs. Lindbergh-may find in 
her next book is the one of 
perpetual restlessness, for 
this gift, too, the heart of 
man prizes.

Fiction in 
Last Decade 


By A. MERVYN DAVIES 
HAT has happened to 
fiction in the literary 
market? Why has it ap- 


’ parently dropped from its old 


time top place on publishers’ 
lists? Has the quality of fic- 
tion changed—or is the drop 
in sales due to a change in 
the taste of the reading pub- 
lic? To what extent has tele- 
vision affected the situation? 

The Post - Dispatch put 
these questions to a group of 
book publishers and received 
in reply answers which, while 
varying considerably, throw 
some light on contemporary 
America’s reading habits, the 
changes that have occurred 
in them, and the outlook for 
the future. 


There is general agreement 
that there has been a decline, 
both relative and absolute, in 
the bookstore demand for fie- 
tion — although Edward E. 
White Jr. of J. B. Lippincott 
Company declares that there 
is nothing wrong with the fic- 
tion market that some really 
good fiction might not cure. 


According to Malcolm Cow- 
ley of the Viking Press, 
bookstore sales of best-selling 
novels have declined by 50 
per cent or more in the last 
nine years, Other types of 
fiction have declined less. 


In fact, according to Mr. 
Cowley, the audience both for 
good collections of short 
stories and for symbolic, or 
avant garde, fiction has grown 
rather than declined since 
World War II. 


* * ¥ 


UT the fact that in the 
B vovkstores nonfiction has 
grown more, and fiction 
less, important does not nec- 
essarily mean that there has 
been a change in public taste. 
The decline in bookstore sales 
may reflect merely a change 
in methods of distribution. 
Thus a novel with a book- 
store sale of 50,000 copies 
may have a book-club sale of 
300,000 and a soft-cover sale 
of more than half a million, 
and another million might 
borrow it from libraries. 


That there has been a defi- 
nite change in public read- 
ing taste is indicated by the 
fact that in 1940 the maga- 
zines of America devoted 
about 69 per cent of their 
editorial space to fiction and 
the remaining 31 per cent to 
non-fiction; whereas in 1954 
the situation was exactly re- 
versed. And, says Mr. Ben- 
nett Cerf of Random House 
who made this observation, 
“I would say that the same 
percentages would apply in 
the book market.” 


“The most important rea- 
son for the change in my 
opinion,” says Mr. Cerf, “is 
that life itself has become so 
complex and exciting and the 
present-day pace so fast and 
furious that fiction just can't 
keep up with it all.” 


Pyke Johnson Jr., of Dou- 
bleday & Co. sees fiction and 
non-fiction supremacy follow- 
ing a cyclical pattern which 
varies with the supply and 
with the interest of the time. 
“In the depression and dur- 
ing the war we didn’t have 
everything we wanted, s0 
people took refuge in a world 
of fantasy where plenty was 
available in other lands and 
other centuries. Now we do 
have plenty and having gained 
it, people are curious to un- 
derstand its values and are 
searching beyond the obvious 


to find answers. ... Hence 
more non-fiction.” 
. — 

R. JOHNSON reaches 


the conclusion that the 
present religious revival 
and interest in facts rather 
than in fiction is attributable 
to a desire to understand 
more completely the riches 
we have at hand and the 
problems that seem to come 
with them. 
In Malcolm Cowley’s view 
the real threat to the future 
of American reading and pub-

lishing is not television or 
suchlike change in people's 
habits, but the fact that chil- 
dren in the family are no 
longer acquiring the reading 
habit. So, when he answers 
the question, what should be 
done about the situation, his 


reply is: “Children should be ~ 


taught to read and write and 
spell and punctuate the Eng- 
lish language. That is some- 
thing they are NOT—repeat 
NOT—being taught today.”

Reading With the Ears © 


The Record Player Is a Stage Now With a Growing Repertory of Great Works 


By RUFUS TERRAL 

VERY record player's a 
5 stage now, with a rich and 

growing repertory. Whole 
plays are performed on the 
new long-playing records. 
Short stories and poems and 
scenes from novels are read 
by the authors or by accom- 
plished actors and actresses. 
Students can hear drama 
ranging the gamut from the 
old morality play “Every- 
mah,” with Burgess Meredith, 
to Anton Chekhov's “The Sea 
Gull” and the Old Vie Com- 
pany’s performance of T. S. 
Eliot's play about Thomas a 
Becket, “Murder in the Ca- 
thedral.” 

Sixty complete plays in 
four languages are available 
on records. Including read- 
ings and Other classifications, 
the St. Louis Public Library 
has more than 100 records of 
the spoken word on its 
shelves for lending. The 
Turntable Theater—on any- 
one’s 3344 r.p.m. record 
player—opens up an entirely 
new world of entertainment 
and cultivation to the listener. 

My own listening to plays 
on records started a couple of 
years ago, through an interest 
in the minor resurgence of 
poetic drama in the writings 
of Christopher Fry, Gian- 
Carlo Menotti and T. S. Eliot. 
It was, I quickly found, a 
new and unique art form, as 
different in its way from ra- 
dio as from the living thea- 
ter, the movies and television. 
The focus it placed on the 
human voice seemed even 
sharper than that of radio. 
One reason for this heighten- 
ing of intensity, perhaps, was 
that the sound effects so 
lushly engaged on radio were 
omitted or kept within re- 
straint. 

eS 

T the same time, the re- 
A corsine of spoken lines 

without any concessions 
to compensate for the ab- 
sence of the visual images 
made it often hard to keep 
track of who was speaking. 
There was one further diffi- 
culty also. If the language 
were very full of pictures, 
ideas or phrases which ex- 
foliated In one’s mind, as in 
the case of “The Lady's Not 
for Burning” and all the rest 
of Fry's plays, one fell behind 
on the continuing progress of 
the play while thus engaged. 


Consequently, I learned that 
while T. S. Eliot's “The Cock- 
tail Party” could be as- 
similated with perfect ease by 
reading the text while listen- 
ing to the record, it was best 
to read a scene of Fry or 
Menotti ahead before playing 
the record, and then to fol- 
low it on the text. 

For the person who is 
listening to plays on records 
for the first time, let me 
recommend what seems to me 
now, after further experience, 
to be a happier way of 
getting into the swing of it. 
It is always a good idea to 
have the text at hand, but 
there are some _ recorded 
plays which can be easily fol-

lowed without the aid of the 
text. Such performances, | 
suggest, are those of John 
Gielgud, Pamela Brown, and 
Dorothy McGuire in the The- 
ater Guild production of 
“Hamlet;” Gielgud, Brown, 
Dame Edith Evans and Celia 
Johnson in Oscar Wilde's 
“The Importance of Being 
Earnest,” and, though to a 
somewhat lesser degree, Dy- 
lan Thomas's “Under Milk 
Wood,” which is spoken by a 
cast of more than 30. 
ie te. 

HE “Hamlet” is read with 

such clarity of enuncia- 

tion, and it is recorded 
with so much acoustical skill, 
that every word stands out 
sharp and bright. Music and 
sound effects are put to good 
purpose. Where the play has 
been cut to get it on four 
12-inch sides, narrative 
bridges the gap and adds for- 
ward thrust to the action, 
which further enhances the 
ready accessibility of the lan- 
guage to the ear. 


Dylan Thomas's “play for 
voices” is somewhat less easy 
to follow with the ear only 
because the poet often creates 
abrupt and inventive com- 
pound words in which much 
of the beauty and meaning of 
his poetry are locked. The 
very unfamiliarity of their 
pairing sometimes leaves 
them in doubt without visual 
confirmation, 


These three plays, Menottl's 
“The Consul” and Bernard 
Shaw's “Don Juan in Hell,” 
with Charles Laughton, 
Charles Boyer, Agnes Moore- 
head and Cedric Hardwicke, 
appear to me to represent, 
among those I have heard, 
some of the finest possibilities 
of recorded theater. Disparate 
in material and production as 
they are, they all possess in 
common the allurements of 
presence and excitement. 


The disembodied voice is 
apt to display a certain static 
quality, and to become tire- 
some on more than short ex- 
posure, unless cunningly used. 
Shakespeare is of course ideal 
for this purpose; the limita- 
tions of the Elizabethan the- 
ater made it necessary for 
him to fashion his scenery out

of language or go without it, 
and the scenery that resulted 
is manifestly superior to any- 
thing that could be formed of 
tangible stuffs. The Theatre 
Guild “Hamlet” shows that 
this same magic of language 
can supply the unseen forms 
and movements of the players 
as well.

E come now to the ques- 
W tion whether the reading 

aloud of poetry—or, as a 
subsidiary question, any other 
kind of literature—should be 
done by the authors them- 
selves, or whether it should 
be left to professional actors 
and actresses. Personally, I 
early conceived an unshakable 
distaste for hearing the 
spoken words poets made out 
of their written words, and 
nothing has occurred mean- 
while to make me change my 
mind. 

Readings of their own 
poetry by Edith Sitwell, 
Robert Frost, Archibald Mac- 
Leish and W. H. Auden, to 
name only a few, are avail- 
able on Ips. Contrariwise, it is 
possible to hear the poetry of 
one whose life was devoted to 
writing poetry read by one 
whose life has been devoted 
to speaking lines beautifully 
and feelingly—as in Judith 
Anderson's reading of Edna 
St. Vincent Millay or Basil 
Rathbone’s reading of Edgar 
Allan Poe, 

As fine a poet as Dylan 
Thomas plainly seems to sus- 
pect that poets are not their 
own best readers. The poet, 
he writes, “slows up a line 
to savour it, remembering 
what trouble it took, once 
upon a time, to make it just 
s0, at the very moment, you 
may think, when the poem 
needs crispness and speed.”

HOMAS'S own readings 
T supply one sort of answer. 

He made two albums of 
them, which have sold 25,000 
copies, but though they are 
intensely interesting for what 
they tell about Dylan Thomas, 
they are not really very good 
reading. They are stuck in a 
monotone and achieve no 
change of mood or pace. 


In contrast, his “Under Milk

There will always perhaps 
be room for both approaches 
to the reading aloud of poetry 
—by the authors, for the 
autobiographical and _ senti- 
mental values; and by trained 
actors and actresses, for the 
more perfect marriage of the 
theatre arts.

T is impossible to shun the 
J temptation to say something 

at this point about the re- 
markable recording William 
Saroyan has made of ex- 
cerpts from his “Jim Dandy” 
and “Rock Wagram,” even 
though doing so will knock 
into a cocked hat my theory 
that authors should not read 
their own writings. 


I had hitherto entertained 
some doubts of Saroyan’s 
genius as a writer, but his 
recording has removed all 
these doubts and established 
a conviction that he is a 
genius as an actor into the 
bargain. At some time, pre- 
ferably .soon, this amazing 
fellow should be put into a 
nice juicy part in some play, 
preferably one by William 
Saroyan. 

His reading from his writ- 
ing is apposite as I think only 
the mind that conceived the 
intention could have made it. 
He is tender and vulgar both 
by turns and simultaneously; 
his gusto is irrepressible and 
irresistible; and while Time 
magazine suggests delicately 
that he might have done bet- 
ter if he had stuck to sar- 
saparilla during the recording 
session, I cannot agree.

It is now possible, through 
the wizardry of records, te 
hear the complete perform- 
ances of “Macbeth” and “Ro- 
meo and Juliet” by the Old 
Vie Company, Racine’s “An- 
dromaque” and Moliere’s “Le 
Misanthrope” by the Comedie 
Francaise, Christopher Mar- 
lowe’s “Dr. Faustus,” Henrik 
Ibsen's “A Doll’s House,” and 
Stephen Vincent Benet's 
“John Brown's Body” with 
Raymond Massey and Judith 
Anderson. The listener may 
hear readings from Chaucer, 
Coleridge, Dante, Dickens, 
La Fontaine, the Bhagavad 
Gita, Matthew Arnold, Dry- 
den, Dumas, Goethe, Gold- 
smith and the Ramayana. He 
may hear the voices of Wil- 
liam Faulkner, Andre Gide, 
Christopher Isherwood, Co- 
lette, Truman Capote, Edna 
Ferber, Thomas Mann and W. 
Somerset Maugham. And 
these are only a start. 

The little circle of the 
phonograph turntable is at 
last beginning to encompass 
a respectable and indeed re- 
markable portion of the 
world of the theatre. 


Texas as a Provocation to 


Literature

T is a gloomy and highly 
| un-rexan thing to say at 

Christmas time, but 1955 
has seen as severe a drought 
over the literary fields of 
Texas as over the dry pas- 
tures and burnt-out corn 
fields. It is doubtful if any 
cloud-seeding could have 
broken this drought; possibly 
only a brisk breeze from 
some other direction could 
stir up a little of the fresh 
seasoning Texas writing s0 
sorely needs. 

The year just ending has 
been a fallow one; Texas 
writers have about pumped 
the underground springs of 
native literary material dry. 
The local folks seem “writ 
out” and the re-hashers are 
very tired. It is as had al- 
ready happened in the art 
field: the bluebonnets and 
cactus and the oil derricks 
have been painted over and 
over, and the jaundiced eye 
sees little else to record on 
canvas. 

There is doubtless much 
material left in Texag that 
would catch a fresh writing 
talent, and that talent may 
have to come from out of the 
state. In fact it was an 
“auslander,” with an eye not 
dimmed by dust, Dobie or 
dogies, who produced the 
only really fresh book about 
Texas in 1955. He, Robert 
Wilder, author of “The Wine 
of Youth,” saw, from afar, 
that Texas is becoming an 
urban and industrial state, a 
political and economic factor 
in the life of the nation, and 
he had the insight to write a 
Texas novel from this angle. 
It put to shame all the yarn 
spinners, the pioneer portrait- 
ists, the harkers-back, the 
boasters, the interpreters — 
and Miss Edna Ferber. 

It realized that oil and 
politics and building fast 
cars, airplanes and military 
bases, graft and race-relations 
were part of Texas life; that 
everyone in Texas didn't wear 
boots and ten-gallon hats, dip 
snuff, say you-all, eat sow- 
belly and beans, and recall 
granddaddy’s troubles with 
the Indians,

He saw no need to admit 
that rattlesnakes existed or 
that folks used cow chips for 
something besides fertilizer, 
two of the hack items that 
Miss Ferber could not avoid.

O Robert Wilder's book 
S may go to the head of the 

1955 class — and he no 
Texan. Only one of Texas's 
possibly half dozen first rate 
writers saw print this past 
year, which justifies the esti- 
mate of fallowness—J. Frank 
Dobie. The old warhorse 
came up with a collection of 
“Tales of Old-Time Texas,” 
part history, part legend and 
foiklore, and not one of his 
best efforts. Others who be- 
long on Texas's top literary 
shelf, for various reasons, 
are either silent or “in proc- 
ess’"’—Tom Lea, doing what is 
hailed as a “monumental” 
piece of work on the King 
Ranch (a subject which has 
been begging for such treat- 
ment); Roy Bedichek, grace- 
ful writer and amateur nat- 
uralist, who is said to be 
writing his autobiography; 
Dillon Anderson, called to 


Griffin, who wrote pretty 
good novels (but not about 
Texas) a short time back, are 
resting on their oars. 


In their absence, Texas

anthropist, and G. B. Dealey, 
late of the Dallas Morning 
News); studies of the main 
Texas cities, which present a 
problem in that the cities 
change so fast, and attempts 
to explain or psychoanalyze 
Texas. This theme has been a 
stumbling block to many who 
have tried, and Frank Good- 
wyn was hardly more success- 
ful in “Lone-Star Land.” The 
single novel by a Texan, 
brought out during the year, 
“Haunted Hacienda,” had the 
lonely virtue of not being as 
long as the author's earlier 
“Sironia, Texas.”

UCKILY, Texas isn't in- 
L fested with dreamy writ- 

ers—one even wishes they 
would dream a little more 
rather than rush along with 
their outpourings of dialogue, 
native talk, and exhaustive 
energy. 

But they have left the 
dreamy stuff to Paul Horgan, 
just across the border in New 
Mexico. Nor is it troubled 
with existentialists, or any- 
thing approaching them. But 
it literally crawls with poets, 
even up in the forks of the 
creeks.

And oddly, some 
of the best writing, and much 
vastly interesting material 
was brought out, early in the 
year, in, of all places, a news- 
paper. The Houston Post, for 
its seventieth anniversary 
edition, solicited and got, 
from many of the state's out- 
standing literary figures (and 
from members of its own 
staff), an assortment of ar- 
ticles on various facets of 
Texas life, history, geography 
and customs, accomplishment 
and thought, that could well 
have been preserved in book 
form. 


Here, for a mere dollar, 
were the sound historian, Dr. 
Walter Prescott Webb, writ- 
ing of the civilization of Texas 
with his usual erudition but 
more than his customary lu- 
cidity; Fred Gipson, the au- 
thor of homely, sometimes 
juvenile little books, writing 
better than he knew how, and 
with an effortless humor, of 
the talk of Texans. 


Here were Frank Doble and 
Hart Stillwell, with interest- 
ing material, but not quite up 
to their artistic par; and as- 
sorted newspaper men, like 
Bill Bedell and Frank Tol- 
bert, who finally got a chance 
to cut loose with some of 
their enthusiasms for their 
native state. For all its sum- 
maries of the past, this paper 
was put together with a for- 
ward look. And it made use 
of some of the finest art work 
in Texas.

NYONE who sets out to 
A prove, as does Mr. Davies 
in this book, that the 
foundatfon of American free- 
dom is—of all things—Calvin- 
ism, is going to have to do 
some arguing. 4 
John Calvin's entire con- 
cept of government was au- 
thoritarian, As “Pope of 
Geneva” he insisted that it 
was the citizen's duty to sub- 
mit. He was utterly opposed 
to religious liberty. He was 
fiercely intolerant, with a 
reputation for persecution. 
His spiritual descendants, 
from the Presbyterians of 
Scotland to the oligarchs of 
the Massachusetts colony, in- 
herited his theocratic ideas 
and took on the coloration of 
his intolerance in general.

American freedom, Mr. Davies 
contends, is Calvinism.

(a) the extent to which he 
makes his case (b) without 
minimizing the evidence to 
the contrary.

N the second count this 
O book comes through as a 

distinguished piece of 
historical writing. Mr. Davies's 
feeling for Calvinism Is evi- 
dent from the opening page 
onward, but it never leads 
him to ignore or whitewash 
negative evidence. Servetus 
burning at the stake, the 
fiercely intolerant Synod of 
Dort, the extreme predestin- 
arianism of Jonathan Ed- 
wards, “that strange throw- 
back of the eighteenth cen- 
tury’—it is all here, with a 
good deal more which the 
average reader will have for- 
gotten if he ever knew. 

The purpose of this book, 
however, is to remind us of 
“another Calvin and another 
Calvinism,” less familiar to 
the popular imagination yet 
vitally related to the free- 
dom which has come to be 
associated with liberal de- 
mocracy, for liberal democ- 
racy ‘arose in_ precisely 
those countries — Switzerland, 
Holland, Rhenish Germany, 
Scotland, England, Wales, 
France (until it was crushed 
by the Bourbon monarchy)— 
where the Reformed faith 
(Calvinism) put down ils 
strongest roots and effected 
its deepest penetration. . 
Either that fact was purely 
accidental,” the author writes, 
“or it must be possible to

HE connection is to be 
T found, this book per- 

suasively argues, in the 
rigor with which Calvin and 
his followers squared off 
against the three great en- 
emies of freedom in their 
day, Against the totalitarian 
state, which was rapidly mov- 
ing into the vacuum created 
by the dissolution of medieval 
Christendom, Calvin cham- 
pioned the autonomy of the 
church, its right to freedom 
in the pulpit, and its suprem- 
acy over magisterial interfer- 
ence in general. 

Against the danger of in- 
ternal abuse of, power within 
the church itself, Calvin 
championed a church which 
was democratically constitut- 
ed. Against the danger that 
freedom would deteriorate 
into libertarianism—a danger 
frankly articulated by Cal- 
vin’s contemporary Machia- 
velli— Calvin preached God 
sovereign, transcendant in 
majesty, whose will cannot be 
ignored with impunity, and 
who wills justice among his 
people. 

That these points do not 
constitute the sum of free- 
dom as known to the modern 
world, the author is the first 
to admit. Political democ- 
racy, the right of the indi- 
vidual to worship God as his 
conscience dictates, the in- 
appropriateness of calling 
upon the state to enforce ec- 
clesiastical decrees — these 
crucial additions to the sup- 
ports of freedom were entire- 
ly beyond Calvin's vision and 
remained for-the future. 

Calvin was no Jefferson— 
Mr. Davies never blurs this 
point nor suggests otherwise. 
But he does contend that 
acainst his own environment, 
250 years earlier than Jeffer- 
he was fully as remark- 
able. Moreover it was his 
achievements, and those of 
his successors, that paved the 
way for the Enlightenment 
liberalism which made Jeffer- 
son and others iike him pos- 
sible. 

In this sense the American 
story begins before our 
Founding Fathers or even 
Locke.

T the author of “The Night 
of the Hunter” is made 


up of one part Old South and 
Civil War, one part young 
love, one part stark prose, 
one part lyricism—the whole 
heavily overlaid with 
chopathy to the point of op- 
pression. Surely the two 
young protagonists — the 
abandoned Cathie and the or- 
phaned Tom, in the care of 
stern Aunt Sarah—deviate so 
far from the normal as to be 
considered almost  psycho- 
pathic. 

Cathie has long since lost 
touch with reality, as she 
dreams of her father’s return 
as a king from some nebu- 
lous mission into Kansas. He 
will return “riding proud, in 
scarlet, and with silver pistols 
in his belt,” and she will 
share his throne. Until then, 
she will haunt the temple of 
his boat, the Nellie Queen, 
whose white lace glows spec- 
trally from the river bank. 

As Tom crows up with 
Cath'e he comes to brood as 
she coes, but without so much 
focus to his sorrows.

HIS brings us to the first 
T asestion mentioned at 

the outset: Does the 
book establish the case it 
argues? The answer depends 
on whether it is contending 
that Calvinism is the founda- 
tion of American freedom or 
one of its foundations.

Even as I was reading the 
book there chanced to come 
across my desk a monograph 
titled Judaism’s Influence in 
the Founding of the Republic 
with subheads that sound 
very much like many of the 
things Mr. Davies discusses:

A good detective story must :

sharply drawn, and the de- 
tective, his looks and person- 
ality, is of the first impor- 
tance. The author must keep 
faith with his reader. He may 
not employ such out-moded 
gimmicks as bringing in the 
heretofore unmentioned twin 
of the suspect as the murder- 
er or in any way fail to give 
the reader a sporting chance 
at solving the case. And the 
novel must create suspense 
and sustain It.

The present day detec- 
tive more often is a trained 
investigator with the _ re- 
sources of a Police Depart- 
ment laboratory at hand or 
an amateur sleuth willing 
patiently to follow clues and 
take great risks.

OREIGN policy to a great 
F extent is a matter of 

emphasis. An American 
Secretary of State is bound 
to operate in a framework of 
circumstances that anyway 
exist. The world’s power con- 
stellations cannot be ignored; 
the orderly development of 
the underdeveloped areas is 
a continuing imperative; the 
United. States has a long- 
range interest in peace, sta- 
bility, and an international 
environment favorable to the 
values and aspirations of this 
nation. Furthermore, no 
American Secretary of State 
can burst the limitations im- 
posed by the character of the 
President under whom he 
serves. 

Having sald this much, 
however, the interest in a 
statement of “foreign policy” 
by a man who could be 
the next United States Secre- 
tary of State is hardly dimin- 
ished. Emphasis remains, 
and Chester Bowles wisely 
has confined himself to a 
statement of emphasis, spe- 
cifically avoiding firm policy 
recommendations. His em- 
phasis, to judge by the pres- 
ent volume, would be in the 
direction of more foreign 
economic aid, perhaps less 
tied to military. considera- 
tions; more consultation 
among allies; an attempt to 
draw a more specific line in 
Asia and the Middle East, 
the crossing of which by Com- 
munist aggressors would 
cause hostile American reac- 
tions—and most importantly, 
the systematic support by 
United States actions of the 
revolutionary aspirations of 
the people of Asia, Africa, 
Middle East and Latin 
America. 

The word “revolution” is a 
tricky one: the present Secre- 
tary of State, John Foster 
Dulles, finds it an uncomfort- 
able word. He avoids using 
it if he can, particularly in 
reference to peoples whom he 
admires and would have 
United States policy support. 
Bowles, by contrast, savors 
the word. Dulles feels “‘evo- 
lution” is better, more mod- 
erate; Bowles feels it lacks 
force. The difference  be- 
tween the men possibly more 
than anything else is a dif- 
ference in style. Dulles, in 
fact, admired the job Bowles 
did as Ambassador to India, 
though for political considera- 
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Wentworth’s stories, solves a 
complex case in “Listening 
Eye,” as she “thinks things 
out” all the while busily knit- 
ting.

After a de- 
scription of the air age and 
atomic energy “from which 
unimagined riches can flow,” 
he concludes his postscript: 

“The modern Viking, soar- 
ing through the clouds above 
America, sees everywhere 
signs of the greatness of God. 
It is indeed the one truth 
in which we all believe. It is 
indeed our richest heritage.” 

Daugherty’s 200 generous 
illustrations, most of them in 
great sweeps of beautiful 
color, are an integral part of 
this panoramic scene of great 
moments and. events told 
through the lives and experi- 
ences of Americans,

freshed from overseas,” writes 
Bowles, “many of us have 
become cut off from the 
hopes and aspirations of a 
majority of the world’s peo- 
ple. 

“Although we are one of 
the most literate nations on 
earth, scarcely one Ameri- 
can in a hundred has more 
than a rudimentary knowl- 
edge of the history of Asia, 
Africa and South America, 
where the bulk of mankind 
lives and where the shape of 
the future may largely be 
decided... .” 


ee 
GOOD part of “The New 
A dimensions of Peace” is 

“devoted to filling this 
gap—in knowledge, but more 
importantly, in sympathy. 
From the addresses and final 
communique of the Bandung 
Conference of Asian and Afri- 
can countries, last June, and 
from his own experience 
abroad, Bowles extracts a 
summary of the needs and 
wants of the people of the 
underdeveloped areas: 

“1. Democratic self-govern- 
ment, free of foreign influ- 
ence; 

“2. A full measure of 
human dignity regardless of 
race, creed or color; 

“3. Rapid economic devel. 
opment, broadly shared; 

“4. The abolition of war 
and the creation of expanding 
areas of goodwill.” 

Bowles then goes on to co- 
ordinate the needs of the un- 
derdeveloped areas with the 
realities of the world power 
struggle and United States 
foreign policy. He finds with- 
in the American tradition am- 
ple resources to meet the 
revolutionary needs of the 
world today: 

“A century that began with 
Lenin, Sun Yat-sen, Gandhi 
and Wilson was certain to be 
shaped by ideas. The strug- 
gie for the minds of men has 
now become sharp and ¢clam- 
orous. It is, I believe, the 
spirit of Lincoln that the 
world expects from us, and it 
is only by recapturing some 
of that spirit that we can 
successfully cope with the 
new world that is now taking 


shape. 
“On Feb. 21, 1861, at In- 
dependence Hall, Lincoln 


summed up America’s mes- 
sage: ‘All the political senti- 
ments I entertain have been 
drawn from the sentiments 
which originate in and were 
given to the world from this 
hall. ... It was not the mere 
matter of separation of the 
colonies from the motherland, 
but the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, which gave liberty 
not alone to the people of 
this country, but hope to all 
the world, for all future time. 
It was that which gave prom- 
ise that in due time the 
weights would be lifted from 
the shoulders of all men, and 
that all should have an equal 
chance.’ ” 
—_ * * 

OWLES, as a man and as 
B= expounder of ideas, is 

as thoroughly American 
as the most chauvinistic pa- 
triot could wish—but his 
Americanism is broad, not 
narrow, a part of the greater 
fraternity of mankind. 

In this book Chester Bowles 
has come to the heart of the 
world problem, in this second 
half of the twentieth century. 


He has brought to it great | 


knowledge, experience, good- 
will—and a highly readable 
style of writing. 

The road ahead he has fl- 
luminated leads to survival. 
More importantly, it leads to 
the realization of values with- 
out which mere survival, for 
civilized, intelligent human 
beings, is hardly worth the 
effort.

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Anti—Intellectualism 


Both Scientists and Poets Suffer From It but Audience 
for Poetry Has Always Been Select

T. LOUIS has been fortu- 
Se recently to be host 

to poets and critics of such 
stature as Wyston Hugh Au- 
den and John Crowe Ransom - 
under the auspices of the 
Oreon E. Scott Symposium. 
Both as a poet and a lec- 
turer, Mr. Auden has always 
been provocative and pic- 
turesque, and it is not sur- 
prising that his remarks in 
St. Louis have been cited in 
many current discussions 
among local literary groups. 

In meeting the general pub- 
lic rather than his colleagues 
and advanced students, it 
was almost inevitable that Mr. 
Auden touched upon such 
problems as the precarious 
position of the poet in our 
day and the supposed obscur- 
ity of modern verse. The 
English-born writer, now an 
American citizen, conceded 
that there are riddles in most 
of the best American and 
English verse, but he stressed 
the increasingly important 
role of the critic who inter- 
prets a poem. Having the 
poem interpreted is an edu- 
cational experience for the 
reader and the success of the 
poem depends on whether the 
explanation is a natural one 
and does not extract from the 
riddle some idea repellent to 
the cherished beliefs and tra- 
ditions of the reader. 

Departing from Auden’s 
text, it should be added that 
how much of a riddle is in 
a poem and how easy it is to 
solve depends upon the edu- 
cational background and field 
of interests of the reader. 
Some readers may not need 
the services of the critic. 
Nonetheless the general in- 
ference to be drawn from 
Auden’s talk is that in an 
everprogressive Western 
world poetry has advanced 
with other arts and sciences. 
It is today not better, not 
worse, than older verse, but it 
is more resourceful, more 
complicated. 


. * - 

HE headline of one report 
To Auden’s talk : neatly 

summarized him as im- 
plying that the push-button 
age is cramping the poet's 
style. Such a talk, however, 
cannot be capsuled. To me 
Auden’s message was hopeful 
because it implied that the 
poet must adapt himself to 
changing conditions, and sure- 
ly numerous local poets in 
his audience must have de- 
rived benefit from his spe- 
cific diagram of how this can 
be done. 

The realistic approach of 
Auden was refreshing because 
as he implies it is useless to 
bleat about the poet's loss 
of audience. One might take 
issue with his remark that 
society will never let the poet 
earn a living simply by writ- 
ing poetry. The truth of this 
depends on the age and s0- 
ciety. 

Taking society as a whole 
and scanning past ages, the 
idea that a poet might earn 
a living writing verse is a 
hangover from certain pe- 
riods when this was actually 
possible. There have been 
times when narrative poems 
could be best sellers like nov- 
els. Probably Keats could 
be mentioned as a milestone 
along the road to a buyers’ 
market and then almost no 
market for verse. His pub- 
lisher had some hopes of 
profit, but as such things 
work out, neither Keats nor 

his potential readership was 
in. the mood that would make 
Keats a best seller. Inevitably 
it was a Scotsman, Sir Wal- 
ter himself. who sensed the 


trend and rather than com- 
pete with Byron in narrative 
verse, turned to novels which 


sold very well. 


- - + 

HE profit-making periods 
T tor poets have been brief 
— ones in our literature. Up 
to a certain time in England, 
writing verse was not con- 
sidered a means of making 
money. At one period verse 
was an accomplishment of 
gentlemen who would have 
been disgraced had they ac- 
cepted payment for their out- 
pourings and who, if they 
were not accomplished duel- 
lists, often shunned a by-line. 
With the ascendancy of the 
Queen Anne . bourgeoisie, 
professionalism began for 
verse writers, but not without 
losses in other fields, since 
the change in trend had a 
large share in putting play- 
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wrights like Congreve out of 
business. 

The point of these remarks 
is that when modern poets 
complain about loss of audi- 
ence they forget that (except 
in certain periods) poets nev- 
er had more than small au- 
diences. They also forget, in 
an age of specialization, that 
poetry must fit into the de- 
mands of the age. It simply 
depends on how much of an 
audience the poet wants. 

Actually, in view of other 
more serious problems that 
confront us, the poet’s prob- 
lem is minor. Far more dan- 
gerous to our welfare is the 
unfortunate attitude of the 
public toward scientists. Com- 
menting on this, the presi- 
dent of a large corporation in 
St. Louis remarked recently, 
“Students’ minds and those 
of their parents have been 
poisoned by the. insidious 
cloud of antli-intellectualism 
which hangs over this country 
like a great shroud.”

The anti-intellectualism Dr. 
Thomas mentions is a conse- 
quence of the fact that as a 
colonized nation, the United 
States absorbed millions of 
poorly educated immigrants. 
A mass inferiority complex 
inward 
misgivings about shortcom- 
ings in culture were shouted 
down by scorn of learning 
and culture, and for our coun- 
try the archetype of the in- 
tellect became not a figure 
like Goethe or Dr. Johnson, 
but the “absent-minded pro- 
fessor.” The professor was 
gibed good-naturedly, but 
his new colleague, the sci- 
entist, is feared and hated. 
As Dr. Thomas put it, “Sci- 
ence has become identified 
in the minds of a great many 
people as a sort of super 
‘Svengali,’ responsible for all 
our dilemmas.” 

Poet Auden in his talk dis- 
tinguished between verse 
writers who are poets and 
those who are historians. Poet 
Karl Shapiro in a similar lec- 
ture some years back prob- 
ably phrased this more aptly 
by expressing the division as 
between “mythic poets who 
believe in the transcenden- 
tal value of art and historic 
poets who believe in the 
propagandistic value of art.”

HEALTHY development

ould be the emergence of 
some historic poets who—

N the highly colored career 
[<= Belle Boyd, most cele- 

brated of all the Confed- 
erate spies, two successive 
Christmases were never to 
be forgotten. On one holiday 
the blonde agent of the South 
knew the grimmest hour of 
her life; on the next, she en- 
joyed probably the happiest. 


At that first season of good 
cheer, the 21-year-old Belle 
suffered the bitter knowledge 
that her bridegroom lay in a 
Federal prison, and that he 
might meet death at any time. 

Her husband had been a 
Northern Navy man, and his 
ship had captured hers at 
sea, when Belle left North 
Carolina for England as a 
secret agent of the Confed- 
eracy. In highly romantic 
fashion young Samuel Har- 
ding fell in love with his 
handsome enemy; as a result 
he got into Union difficulties 
and was dismissed from the 
service. Then he followed her 
to England, married her, re- 
turned temporarily to Amer- 

ica—only to find himself ac- 
cused as a Southern spy in 
his own right! 

Thus, on December 25 of 
1864, Belle Boyd stared bleak- 
ly into a London fog, praying 
that her husband would some- 
how be returned to her. 


Twelve months later, in the 
next holiday season of the 
British capital, the slim 
blond Confederate had her 
man back, and the future 
looked bright again. Between 
the two dates Belle wrote one 
of the most remarkable let- 
ters ever to be hidden in 
long-secret war records in 
Washington, D.C. Only re- 
cently have certain of these 
documents been opened, and 
during a period of research 
this writer came upon her 
message to Abraham Lincoln. 

The youthful Belle ad- 
dressed President Lincoln, 
not as a suppliant for favor, 
but as a woman offering a 
blunt trade, a deal. She told 
him that she had been in- 
formed that if she suppressed 
her pending memoirs, Presi- 
dent Lincoln might let her 
husband go. 


Belle added: “I think it 
would be well for you and 
me to come to some definite 
understanding.” Her memoirs 
would contain, the Southern- 
er advised Lincoln, “a great 
many facts which would dis- 
credit the Union government, 
many things of which the 
world on this (the English) 
side of the water little 
dreams.”

Toy sales this year should 
top one billion dollars for the 
first time in history, said Ben- 
jamin F. Michtom, board chair- 
man of Ideal Toy.

TS just a step nowadays 
| trom the Boy Scouts to the 

United States Army. This 
thought came to me as I stood 
in a barracks at Fort Leonard 
Wood and watched a 17-year-old 
volunteer reservist practicing 
the art of making up an Army 
bunk, 


He was long and lean, with 
the coltish air of a typical teen- 
ager. His cheeks looked suspi- 
ciously as though they hadn't 
yet felt the touch of a razor. 
I asked him if he had been a 
Boy Scout. He stopped making 
the bed and looked at me with 
mild surprise. 

“Sure,” he said, “I was a Boy 
Scout up to about a couple of 
years ago.”’ 

Now, at 17, he was a soldier 
in the United States Army, a 
member of the youngest group 
of soldiers the Army has trained 
in modern times, 


His name was James Rogers 
and he came from East St. 
Louis. He was fairly typical of 
the 481 boys who have reported 
to Fort Leonard Wood to take 
advantage of the Army's new 
reserve act. 


Young Rogers had been a 
junior in high school, he told 
me as he put the finishing 


touches on the bunk, and when 
he heard about the program 
he quit school right then and 
joined up, Why? 

“I just decided to come in 
and get it over with in six 
months instead of two vears,” 
he explained. He was referring 
to the two years of active duty 
he would have had to serve had 
he waited until draft age and 
been called up. “I figured I 
could finish’ high school in the 
Army,” he _ continued, “and 
then learn a trade. I want to 
be a mechanic.” 

Rogers had been a soldier for 
two whole weeks when I talked 
to him, and still liked it. Liked 
it fine, in fact. 

“Man, they feed 
good,” he grinned. “I've gained 
15 pounds in two weeks.” I 
looked with some wonder at his 
spare frame. “That's with mv 
combat boots on,” he hastened 
to add. “I guess they must 
weigh five pounds. But then 
too, | only weighed 117 when I 
got here.”

another 17-year-old, of 
4030A Olive street Around 
Newhouse were a lot of parts 
of an M-1 rifle.

these days since the 17- and 18- 
year-olds started arriving, but 
the Army is adjusting nicely 
to the situation. Sometimes it’s 
a little hard to tell whether 
youre at a regular Armv camp 
or at Beaumont Boy Scout res- 
ervation, but that’s part of the 
Army's plan, and according to 
Col. Kenneth McCrimmon, who 
is in charge of the youthful bat- 
talions, it’s working out fine. 

The reserve act, under which 
the youngsters joined up, pro- 
vides that boys between the 
ages of 17 and 182 can have 
six months actual training, the 


same as iS given any inductee— 
except perhaps a little more 
intensive because of the time 
element—after which they be- 
come civilian reservists for the 
next seven and a half years 
This means they must report 
for drill once a week, for which 
they receive a day's pay, and 
must attend camp for two 
weeks each vear. If they wait 
and get drafted, they have to 
put in two years active duty, 
followed by four more years 


in the reserve. 

The 481 young volunteers at 
Fort Leonard Wood, 140 miles 
southwest of St. Louis, live to- 
gether in the same area and 
train together, Col. McCrimmon 
pointed out. The Armys ap- 
proach to the problem of han- 
dling them is summed up in 
three words: gentle but firm. 

A hand-picked staff has been 
assembled to train the boys, 
Col. MeCrimmon_ explained. 
The men are selected, he said, 
for “unimpeachable character 
and ability to train.” In other 
words, men who can set a good 
example for the boys.” 

The officers and non-coms 
have been instructed not to 
swear at the young volunteers 
and to treat them, in the words 
of Maj. Gen. Frank O. Bowman, 
post commander, “with cheer- 
fulness, absolute fairness and 
impartiality.” 

“In short,” says Col. McCrim- 
with a 


mon, a youngish man 
strong,.open countenance, “its 
a sort of father-and-son rela- 


tionship.” There are many 4as- 
pects of the situation which ob- 
viously make such a relation- 
ship necessary. Since the 
young soldiers are minors, ques- 
tions arise, such as drinking, 
They have been warned they 
are not to drink, and the tav- 
ern owners and liquor dealers 
in the neighborhood of the 
camp have also been warned 
against selling them beer or 
whisky. 

They wear no distinguishing 
insignia. It had been planned 
at first, said Col. McCrimmon, 
to give them an identifying arm 
patch, but it was decided it 
would have a bad effect psycho- 
logically to set them apart in 
any way.

FTER eight weeks at camp 
Aire boys get a two-weeks’ 
leave, after which they are 
shuffled according to what 
branch of training they are to 
follow. This is determined by 
aptitude tests and the needs of 
the reserve unit to which they 
will be attached after the six- 
months’ basic training.

going into the infantry will be 
sent to Ford Ord, Calif.. or 
Jackson, S.C. If he is going 
into anti-aircraft, he will be 
sent to Fort Bliss, Tex. If he 
is going into engineering, he 
will spend his whole six months 
at Fort Leonard Wood, an engi- 
neering center. Six Army cen- 
ters are participating in the 
program. 

The boy himself may make a 
choice of training, Col McCrim- 
mon said, but whether he gets 
his choice will depend on his 
aptitude and the needs of his 
reserve unit. After the second 
eight weeks of training, the boy 
will take his place as an indi- 
vidual in a unit of the branch 
he has been trained in. The 
final six to eight weeks is the 
unit training phase in which he 
will simulate training missions 
with his unit:

“Well,” said Col. McCrimmon,

In Search of Quail 


By Leonard Hall 


OST seasons of the year offer something of interest 
M for those who love the outdoors, so that we are for- 

tunately not faced with the choice of a “favorite” sport. 
Yet if such a selection were forced upon me, I think I'd 
have to list two which are 
equal in their attraetion 
and unequaled by any 
others. One of these is fly 
fishing for smallmouth 
bass—and especially wad- 
ing the smaller streams 
which traverse the Ozark 
hills, although I’ve cer- 
tainly enjoyed a thousand 
float trips. And the other 
is pursuing the bobwhite 
quail across the brown 
fields of November and 
December behind a wide- 
coursing bird dog. The 
duck marsh at dawn has its 
thrill with the whisper of 
wings overhead—and so 
does the big timber during 
deer season. But here in 
our Missouri Ozarks, I'd 
say that fly fishing and bird shooting reign supreme. 

The ability of fast-flying little bobwhite to live in close 
contact with man and his dwelling places, to breed and raise 
its young year after year in the same cover and despite the 
general deterioration of its range, to survive the pressure 
of countless gunners through countless autumns—these 
things never cease to be a matter of wonder to me. But 
even more amazing is the ability of this “King of American 
Game Birds” to respond with a geodly upsurge in numbers 
whenever we take steps to improve the conditions under 
which it lives. And this is a very fortunate thing, for man's 
intensive use of the land has an ever-growing tendency to 
increase the pressure and there are many fronts on which 
bobwhite fights a gallant but losing battle. The steady en- 
croachment of suburbia on rural areas, the growing human 
population, land taken from cultivation for towns and high- 
Ways, clean farming with its drainage and brush-clearing 
and skinned-out fence rows; all these are the enemies of 
the bobwhite. 


= a 

The average sportsman has his contact with the 
birds during the short weeks from early November 
when the season opens, until the last day of the 
year when it closes or until bad weather ends his 
days afield. During this time, if he is observant, he 
becomes quite familiar with the species. He learns 
a good deal about its habits at this time of year; 
how it roosts well out in the open, gradually feeds 
toward cover in the morning, takes a mid-day nap 
in some secluded thicket, and in the afternoon 
moves out again toward the roosting ground, feed- 
ing along the way. He also probably agrees that 
quail more and more range close to cover and fly 
farther on the rise; these being natural adapta- 
tions which help in the struggle for survival. 


x *« * 
@ THE THING we're likely to forget, when our contact 
‘with bobwhite comes mainly during the hunting season, is 
that the really important time in the life cycle of the quail 
3g the period from the last day of the year when shooting 
ends, until the day in November the following year when it 
Begins again. This is the period which determines how many 
birds we'll find in our quail hunting territory on opening 
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day each year. First of all, the birds which have survived 
the hunting season must now survive the severest weather 
of winter which normally comes in January and February 
This is the time when food supplies run low and when cover 
is beaten to the ground by rain and snow; it is the time 
when predators such as fox and Cooper's hawk probably 
take their heaviest tol! 


x * * 

The months of spring offer perhaps the fewest 
problems for bobwhite, provided enough pairs have 
survived to occupy the cover and use the available 
nesting sites. Now food is plentiful on most farm 
lands and growing vegetation of many kinds affords 
good cover. Whether this will still be the case at 
the height of the nesting season in June when the 
mowing machines come into the hay fields is a 
question. And as summer wears on, pastures and 
meadows are likely to be grazed by hungry cattle. 
so that growing broods of birds are forced to move. 

On many farms, autumn arrives to find little of 

either food or cover left to support what may have 

been a good hatch of quail. And under these condi- 
tions, predation is heavy and surviving birds move 

in search of better territory.

@ HERE IN OUR PART OF MISSOURI, the quai! popula- 
tion had been hard hit by the long years of drouth and we 
were afraid several seasons would be necessary for them to 
Stage a real comeback. A practical cessation of hunting 
Jast year in this area, a comparatively mild winter and an 
ideal hatching season this year, however, have all combined 
to help the bobwhites. And the result is that our quai! pop- 
ulation is back again almost to normal, with good coveys 
being found in most of their familiar haunts of past seasons 

Our own shooting this year is not of the best, although 
we can't blame bobwhite for that. There hasn't been time. 
unfortunately, to make much of a business of hunting and 
our few expeditions have been limited to a couple of hours 
in morning or afternoon. Old Mike, though he still cavorts 
at the sight of a gun, has slowed down to a trot and ts 
stiff for a day after he has been out. His nose, moreover, 
is beginning to fail him although he occasionally nails his 
bird and makes a stand with all the grace and confidence of 
past years. Young Tiger, on the other hand, is all fire and 
dash. He ranges out and covers ground like a veteran and 
finds the cove;s. But he won't always hold them if old 
Mike comes lumbering up and he still hasn't developed the 
gaution or certainty to handle his singles, especially in the 
woods. And this is where we invariably hunt singles. Add 
‘to this the fact that the old man is no longer fast enough 
to score well on birds that flush wild and far out and it 
isn't hard to see why Ginnie is enjoying fewer breakfasts 
at quail on toast than usual. 

Somehow, none of this seems to interfere much with 
fhe pleasure of being afield; and as I follow the dogs and 
now and then make a lucky shot, I'm busy planning new 
bits of cover and feed patches for future generations of 
bobwhites at Possum Trot.

HEN Frances Orrick was 

married to Ralph Camp- 

bell, “everything went 
wrong.” It was raining and one 
of the aunts of the bride was 
of the opinion that the nuptials 
should be called off until more 
propitious climatic conditions. 
As the bride left her uncle's 
home, the big white colonial 
house at Clay and Adams 
streets in Kirkwood (now the 
Methodist Wesley House), to go 
to the church, everything was in 
total darkness. No one had 
anticipated the extra load on 
the electric current. 


“The flower girl was so 
fascinated by me that she 
walked down the aisle back- 
ward,” Mrs. Campbell recalls, 
“and now that I look back on 
it, I'm sure that everyone sat 
on the wrong. side of the 
church. Also it was in the days 
of those up-and-down hemline 
chiffon dresses and we weren't 
a very pretty sight.” 

All in all, it did nothing to 
indicate that Mrs. Campbell 
would some day make a career 
of engineering weddings. How- 
ever, weddings and debuts and 
the countless headaches in- 
volved in both now are Mrs. 
Campbell’s business. She tries 
to keep the mishaps to a mini- 
mum, is always sure the elec- 
tricity is equipped to handle 
the extra load, that the flower 
girls are well instructed, and 
the guests seated properly. 
Nevertheless, things keep hap- 
pening, things you'd never ex- 
pect. 

“Each time you think you'll 
guard against it,”’ she says, “but 
each time it’s something en- 
tirely different, something you'd 
never think would happen.” 


Who would expect, for in- 
stance, that a bride would pack 
all her girdles away and dis- 
cover after the luggage had 
been taken away that she had 
none left to wear, necessitating 
an after-hours break-in of a 
ready-to-wear shop (with the 
shop's permission, of course). 


Who would guess that they 
would lose the sword to cut the 
cake at a military wedding? 
Fortunately on this occasion, 
Mrs. Campbell was able to 
crawl into a closet on her hands

It was a strange 
church to Mrs. Campbell, she 
couldn't seem to find where the 
sewing society met, and she 
didn’t have a needle.

The 
wedding was held up until a 
needle was located, the bride 
tried hard not to cry, and all 
the others tried hard to be very 
very funny. 

Mrs. Campbell feels the 
mother of the bride or debu- 
tante is wise to delegate these 
last-minute worries and crises 
to an outsider.

HEN Jack Lemmon was 
twelve years old he saw'‘a 


movie called “Moonlight 
Sonata,” in which Paderewski 
played the Beethoven classic of 
the same name. 

“That changed my whole life,” 
Lemmon says now. “From that 
moment on I was a lost soul. 
The melody haunted me day 
and night and there was nothing 
1 wanted to do but play the 
plano.” 

Earlier he had been compelled 
by his parents to take piano 
lessons, but hated the routine 
so much that his parents gave 
up. But Paderewski fired Jack's 
imagination. He saw the film a 
dozen times, and then, still wary 
of teachers, vowed he would 
teach himself to be a concert 
pianist, 

This was mildly distracting to 
Jack's parents, John and Mil- 
dred Lemmon, because they had 
rather hoped he'd become an 


actor. The tradition was in the 
family, Jack's great-uncle, 
Jimmy O'Toole, Was once 


widely-known for his portrayals 
in “Dr, Jekyll and Mr. Hyde” 
Jack's father was also in the 
theater, specializing in minstrel 
shows. They were tradition-lov- 
ing Bostonians, but had an en- 
lightened attitude toward their 
sons independence of action 

At Phillips Andover Academy, 
Jack spent as many @s eight 
hours a day teaching himself 
to play by ear. His grades went 
to pot and he was threatened 
with expulsion, but he became 
a whiz at the ivory board—but 
not of concert caliber. He man- 
aged to graduate, went on to 
Harvard. There he finally went 
in for acting, and became pres- 
ident of the Hasty Pudding 
Club, the theater group 

In New York after gradua- 
tion, futilely searching for an 
acting part on stage or radio, 
his love of the piano kept him 
in hamburgers. For some time 
he pounded the piano in New 
York bistros and clubs. He 
avoided the classics except 
when alone, because he realized 
with some chagrin that he could 


not do them justice. And it was. 


this realization—that his dis- 
taste for piano teachers had 
ruined his chance to be a con- 
cert player—that turned his 
energies wholeheartedly toward 


acting. 
Perhaps “wholeheartedly” is 


not the word. Today, one of 
Hollywood's bright new comedi- 
ans and a rather sudden box- 
office hit, Lemmon still has a 
big place in his heart for piano- 
playing and its cousin, song- 
writing. Between scenes of a 
picture over at the Columbia 
Studios lot he invariably goes 
to a miniature piano in one 
corner of the set, where he 
plays his classics softly and 
dreamily or tinkles the key- 
board with lively popular tunes. 

For years he's been the 
world’s most determined but 
unsuccessful song writer. “Get- 
ting started as an actor is 
tough,” he says with a sigh, 
“but getting publishers to listen 
to songs by an unknown song 
writer is tougher.’ 

He and the veteran tough-guy 
actor James Cagney are close 
pais, and frequently they're on 
Cagneys yacht plying the 
waters between the coast and 
Catalina Island. Occasionally 
they try fishing, but most of 
the time, Jack confessed, they're 
working like mad on songs— 
none of which sel! 


CAGNEY taught Lemmon to 
play the ukelele, and that takes 
the place of the piano on Cag- 
ney's boat. The boat trips are 
great, Jack said, except for one 
thing—Cageney gets seasick

“I really like to sing,” he ex- 
plains. “It's a useful part of act- 
ing, too—and of course I'm al- 
ways interested in the songs. 
Every chance I get I still write 
songs like crazy.” 

So far, acting with sophisti- 
cated light humor that has 
pleased movie fans and critics. 
Jack has rung the bell in all!

She operates from her apart- 
ment, 5539 Waterman avenue, 
from which she also runs the 
Contemporary Club, a dinner- 
lecture series club which meets 
a half dozen times a year.

Mrs. Campbell can recall only 
one really unhappy bride, one 
so disinterested in her wedding 
she wouldn't even open the 
gifts. The marriage later turned 
out to be highly successful. 
Arranging gifts is only one of 
the detail jobs she must handle, 
in an operation which involves 
helping send out invitations, 
arrange for detectives, parking, 
photographers, etc.

CAMPBELL confesses 
Mine has a pretty jaundiced 
eye toward presents.

Sometimes she writes thank- 
you notes. She doesn’t strictly 
approve of this but feels if it's 
a case of a gift not being ac- 
knowledged, it’s better to have 
someone write the notes.

From his 
father, Jack feels he learned 
some fundamental things about 
acting. He made his acting 
debut with his dad at the age 
of five. This was in a melo- 
drama called “Thars Gold in 
Them Thar Hills.” Jack ran on 
stage and shouted: “The flood’s 
coming' The dam's bust!” 

But Jack hopes that his ca- 
reer ends more happily than his 


ather’s. “He was a good min- 
strel man,” he said, “but one 
night he returned from the 


theater with his head bandaged 
and told my mother he was 
through with the stage He 
said he didn't think audiences 
liked him. I guess that was one 
of the understatements of all 
time. 

“It seems that somebody in 
the audience had thrown a bot- 
tle at Dad, hitting him on the 
forehead. That ended his ca- 
reer then and there. 

“I think what worried him 
so much was the fact the bottle 
hit him. If it had missed, he 
probably would have gone on, 
for in those days audiences of- 
ten threw things. But this one 
hit, and Dad couldn't get over 
the shock. He still has a big 
scar on his forehead. He thinks 
I'm lucky being in motion pic- 
tures—because I can't get hurt 
by audiences.”

It's a Lot Different From Facing 
Congregation in Church, Minister 
on Sunday Morning Protestant Hour 
Discovers — His Blend of Intensity 


and Informality Wins Many Listeners

HE REV. DR. W. (for WIL- 
T tia SHERMAN SKIN- 

NER felt a little strange 
preaching at a camera when he 
first started doing it a few 
weeks ago. He was used to 
preaching to a large congrega- 
tion, a whole bunch of real live 
folks he could actually see. 

And here he found himself os 
delivering sermons to the ex- | 
pressionless, beady eye of a TV 
camera, which stared back 
blankly. On the one hand, he 
sometimes felt there was no- 
body out there at all—on the 
other hand, his logic told him 
there were an awful lot of peo- 
ple watching and listening. 

“Obviously I had to strike a 
middle ground and stick to it,” 
said this minister, grinning. The 
course he chose was outstand- 
ingly successful, as a multitude 
of Sunday morning television 
viewers in the St. Louis area 
will testify. 

The sermons delivered by Dr. 
Skinner — delivered with a 
blend of easy informality and 
gripping intensity—are attract- 
ing hordes of listeners, includ- 
ing a great many of that re- 
grettable tribe who ordinarily 
go to church and hear sermons 
only on alternate Easters. 

The minister, a relative new- 
comer to St. Louis, andaneven Qs 
newer newcomer to the busi- eee 
ness end of television, took over :

The Protestant Hour is a 
“simulcast,” meaning it goes 
out over both radio and televi- 
sion simultaneously, Dr. Skin- 
ner approached the television 
medium with some slight trepi- 
dation, with the natural worry 
that he might freeze up or, 
equaily bad, simply not go over. 

These worries proved ground- 
less—he made the change from 
live congregation to beady-eyed 
camera without a single visible 
clash of gears, and the informal 
approach has _ carried him 
through with colors flying. 

Laughing, he said he still oc- 
casionally was struck by the 
eerie feeling that nobody was 
listening to him—but plenty of 
people are listening to him. 
Comment about his program is 
growing weekly (After Dr. 
Clarke left, other ministers 
helped out on a temporary basis 
and kept the Protestant Hour 
on the air. until Dr. Clarke's 
successor was found.) 
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é¢ REACHING on television 
P is an entirely different 
thing from preaching at 
a church,” he explained. “In 
church, the congregation has 
come to listen to you, come 
with that purpose in mind. In 
television, you are, in effect, 
going into the listener's home 
—and you must act according- 
ly; interest him and perhaps 
tell him something of value.” 
We know a writer, a pro- 
lific manufacturer of fiction, 
who some years ago could 
hardly sell anything he wrote. 
Then he made up a reader, 
thought him out in the most 
minute detail; what his job was, 
how he _ looked, everything, 
down to the color of his hair. 
(Bald.) Then, instead of writ- 
ing to a vast foggy world of 
editors and readers, this writer 
wrote directly to this composite 
readen whose name was Arthur. 
He wrote the kind of story this 
particular individual might like 
to read while relaxing after a 
hard day on the job. 


This writer started selling his 
stories, and still is. As we get 
it, Dr. Skinner's approach is 
like that, although he has some- 
thing considerably more impor- 
tant to sell. The reason a viewer 
feels this preacher is interested 
in him, as an individual, is be- 
cause the preacher is interested. 

Dr. Skinner's underlying 
theme, in all his varied sermons, 
is that an individual shouldn't 
try to depend entirely on him- 
self, shouldn't have the mis- 
guided pride to think his own 
powers can carry him through. 

“The going always gets very 
rocky that way,’ Dr. Skinner 
said. “A man’s best resource 
is realization there is a greater 
power. That's what I'm saying.” 

He is gratified that the me- 
dium of television and radio 
gives him a chance to say it to 
a far greater audience than 
would be possible any other 
way. 

“I'm talking to the individ- 
ual,” he said, and smiled. “I 
may never meet him in church 
—but I'm talking to him.”

LONDON. 

N my salad days, a good deal 
| of education was sawed off on 

me. And among other items I 
recall King Harold and the 
Duke of Normandy making a 

big fuss hereabouts in Southern 
England in 1066. 

So the other day I got in the 
little right-hand drive Austifi 
and drove down the left side of 
the road to Hastings. To se® 
whatever happened to Harold.

The extension services are 
not directly concerned in mak- 
ing or formulating government | 
policies affecting agriculture. 

With this explanation, it can 
be seen why these officials 
wanted an answer to the farm 
income question. That’s a ques- 
tion worried farmers are putting 
to the county agricultural | 
agents. 

The extension officials re-| 
turned to their respective states | 
yesterday and today without an 
answer. 

About the most the Agricul- 
ture Department could offer | 
them was a hope expressed by 
Dr. Frederick V. Waugh, direc- 
tor of the department's eco- 
nomics division, that when the 
state extension officials come 
back for a similar conference a 
year from now “we can say 
that the bottom has been 
reached.” 

No Forecasts Made. 

Neither Waugh or any other 
department expert would make 
a forecast beyond saying that. 
1956 would be another year like 
1955—marked by further de- 
clines in farm prices and in- 
comes with little compensating 
reduction in farmers’ produc- 
tion costs. 

The state men did go home 
with the feeling, however, that 
there was little in current fac- 
tors affecting agriculture likely 
to bring about an improvement. 
In other words, they foresaw no 
increases in demands for farm 
products that would bring about 
price and income improvements. 

Likewise, they foresaw no 
¢hanges in supplies that would 
be likely to reverse the long 
decline in prices. 

These officials gathered that 
any improvement in agriculture 
-—barring international com- 
plications or a drouth of na-| | 
tional scope—would have to 
come through political action | 
rather than from economic de- 
velopments. 

Department officials pointed 
out that it was possible that 
Congress would modify farm- 
aid programs. There were dis- 
cussions about the possible use 
of government subsidies of one 
form or another to bolster farm 
returns. 

insistent Question. 

The extension workers had 
another question which had 
been put to them by many of 
their farmers. It was this: How 
is it possible for the economy of 
the nation as a whole to climb 
to new heights when one im- 
portant segment—agriculture— 
is on an economic downspin? 

Farmers long have had the 
idea that a depressed agricul- 
ture would bring on depression 
to business and industry. They 
have seen the one followed by 
the other in the past. 

The department economists 
said business and industry have 
not suffered yet because far- 
mers have been spending at 
high rates despite the reduc- 
tion in their incomes. As a re- | 
sult, city workers have been | 
kept busy making goods and 
supplying services to farmers 
at a high level. 

The difference between farm 

income and the higher farm 
spending has come largely 
through borrowings. In other 
words, farmers have kept up | 
their buying by going into debt | | 
or, in some cases, dipping into | 
savings. 
There is a limit, the depart- | 
ment officials said, on the 
length of time farmers can go | 
into debt. Once this limit is 
reached, business and industry 
will feel the effec*s, they said, 
in the form of a decline in farm 
buying. Then industrial layoffs 
could be expected and a down- 
turn in the general economy. 

One extension worker pressed | 
the conference for an estimate | 
on how long the economy could | 
go along its present way with-| 
out stumbling on a farm-made 
recession. 

While reluctant to make an 
estimate, Waugh said certainly 
five or more years of low farm 
prices could be expected to 


bring trouble. 

Impression of Optimism. 

Yet, the extension workers 
got the impression that there is 
much optimism among the de- 
partment’s ranking economists 
for agriculture's future. 

Figures showing declines in 
farm incomes and increases 
jin farm debts do not indicate 
by any means, said Waugh, that 
the average farmer is approach- 
ing bankruptcy.

Inventor Spurred by Seeing | 

Relative Die Before Equip- 
ment Arrived. 


MILFORD, Conn., Dee. 3 
(AP)—Two years ago, at a so- 


relative collapse and die while 
waiting for an ambulance crew 
to arrive with a heavy oxygen 
unit. 

Later, the 52-year-old Bray 
learned from a doctor that had 
a lighter portable oxygen unit 
keen handy, it might have saved 
the rclative’s life.

THAT PILOT 


Senate Majority Leader 


THE AUTHOR: As Senate Majority Leader, Lyndon Johnson 
of Texas leads the opposition to President Eisenhower's 
party in the Upper House. Like tke, he recently was stricken 
with a heart attack and is now recovering. Here, remember- 
ing his wartime days that won him a Silver Star for gal- 
lantry in action, he writes a message once more linking him 
—in an important and timely way — with the President. 


It was in the air over New Guinea that I learned one 
of the most important lessons of my life. 

The time was carly in World War II. General Mac- 
Arthur had just escaped from the Philippines and 
America’s military forces had not as yet amassed their 
full strength. As a Lieutenant Commander in the 
Navy, I had been sent to the Southwest Pacific on a 
reporting mission for the late President Roosevelt. 
Early one morning, we took off in patrol bombers 
for what was to be a routine flight. 

The first warning of trouble came over the intercom 
when the tail gunner yelled, “Bandits, four o'clock 
high!” I was so green I didn’t knaw what he was talk- 
ing about, but there was no mistaking the sleck 
Japanese fighters that came diving out of the sun. 

A number of thoughts flashed through my mind. I 
developed a fervent desire to be back in California 
where I had spent some months on shore duty, or in 
the Central Hill Country of Texas. If I ever got back 
alive, I was going to head straight for home and spend 
the rest of my life on the banks of the Pedernales, 
riding nothing faster than a rocking chair. 

I also discovered that the most important person 
in the world was the redheaded farm boy from 
Arkansas who was piloting our plane. I prayed to the

Almighty for strength in his arms, keenness in his 
eyes, speed in his reflexes and wisdom in his judgment. 
For our safety depended on him. 

I didn't want to hear anything bad about that pilot. 
I didn’t want to start any arguments. I didn’t want 
anybody to knock him on the head with a monkey- 
wrench and try to take over the controls. If he had 
any bad habits, I didn’t want to know about them. 
I didn’t care about his religion, his family relation- 
ships, his business connections, his views on baseball 
or boxing or anything leading to hard words. 

He was the only man in the world who could bring 
that plane and that crew safely back to earth and | 
loved him like my own brother. I'm certain every 
man in the plane felt exactly the same way. 

I have never forgotten that pilot or that engage- 
ment. Both taught me many lessons — lessons about 
myself and about other people; lessons of humility 
and lessons of prayer. But the most important lesson 
was that a hot fight is no time to be finding excuses 
for picking up a blackjack and whacking the pilot 
over the head. 


it Applies to Politics Too 


That point seems very obvious several thousand 
feet in the air. But it is a point that sometimes gets 
lost (and for a while was lost to many people almost 
completely ) during these postwar years. 

In the field of foreign policy, it is not at all far- 
fetched to compare the President of the United States 
to that redheaded pilot. The President — and onty 
the President — has the responsibility and the author- 
ity to steer the nation through the troubled air of

international relations. He has been given a specific 
function by our Constitution and no other officer of 
our Government can take over that function. Once 
the American people have made their choice, the 
pilot cannot be replaced for four years. 

I may differ with the President, as I frequently do. 
But the differences will always be expressed respect- 
fully and in an effort to help — because where the 
security of our country is involved, it is as important 
to Democrats as it is to Republicans that the pilot be 
in full control. 

In the field of combat, that pilot bore the sole — 
and heavy — responsibility for the lives of every man 
in that plane. In the field of foreign relations, the 
President bears the sole — and heavy — responsibil- 
ity for carrying out the policy of the United States. 
Our safety depends on him. 

He can turn to his advisers for counsel. He can 
turn to the Senate for what the Constitution terms 
“advice and counsel.” But when the chips are down, 
he must make the decisions that mean life or death 
for ourselves and for our children. 

Ultimately, of course, he must account to the people 
for those decisions. Ultimately, he and his party must 
submit the record to the people. The democratic 
process does not call for blindly following the leader. 

But whenever I hear of any project for knocking 
any President over the head — regardless of his politi- 
cal affiliations — while he is trying to conduct the 
foreign policy of the United States, my mind flashes 
back at once to that day over New Guinea. 

It was a lesson that I will never forget: you don't 
slug the pilot. You just pray he flies right. e

‘Coming of age’ in three faiths: No. 1 


A LUTHERAN BOY 
TAKES HIS VOWS 


Here is how a representative Protestant lad 


reaches one of the major milestones in religious 


life—the inspiring experience of Confirmation

ONE OF THE MOST significant steps any child can toke in 
religious life is becoming a full-fledged member of a con- 
gregation. For children of all faiths it is a spiritual milestone. 
What does it mean to them? How do they prepare for it? 
What are the religious traditions involved? These and other 
questions will be taken up in a new series of three PARADE 
picture-story documentaries, the first of which appeors today. 


CORAL GABLES, FLA. 
Clad in a white Confirmation robe, 13-year-old Ter- 
rence Thompson, Jr., knelt at the altar of St. James 
Church here. He felt the hand of Pastor C. G. Wolf 
placed lightly upon his head, then heard the pastor in- 
tone the 10th verse of the second chapter of Ephe- 
sians: For we are his workmanship, created in Christ 
Jesus unto good works, which God hath before or- 
dained that we should walk in them. 

These are words Terry will long remember, because 
they were chosen from the Bible especially for him 
by Pastor Wolf as words he can live by. For cach of 
the other cight boys and girls in the Confirmation 
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class that day, Pastor Wolf also had a special verse. 

Terry Thompson, an American boy of Scandi- 
navian descent, lives in Miami with his father. mother 
and sister Diane, who is a year younger than Terry. 
Mr. Thompson is an accountant who came to Florida 
for his health. Terry goes to Ponce de Leon Junior 
High School in Coral Gables, and his Confirmation 
class was made up mostly of school friends, including 
his closest chum, Larry Riggenbach. 


An Experience Millions Share 


In the rite of Confirmation, Terry, Larry and the 
others took pari in an experience that is shared at one 
time or another by more than 90 million members of 
Christian congregations in the United States. The 
ceremony and meaning inherent in this experience 
are basically the same in all churches: for those 
who participate, it marks a “coming of age” when 
they are admitted fully into the spiritual and temporal 
life of the church. 

Although there is no hard-and-fast rule about the 
matter, Confirmation as such is traditionally prac-

Thus, while Torry 
Thompson's Confirmation cannot be called typical. 
his experience is generally representative ’ 
Protestant faith. : 
Some Protestant churches which practice infant 
baptism have similar “coming of age” rites, althoug 
they do not customarily use the term 
In the Presbyterian Church, for example, a child of 
“Confirmation age” may enter into the full Com™ 
munion of the church by appearing before an exam” 
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pastor of St. James Church in Coral Gables, Fla., places hand on Terry Tho 


ing group called the Session, composed of church 
elders and the pastor. If they decide the child's re- 
ligious training has prepared him for this step, he is 
admitted to the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper, then 
ordinarily makes a public profession of his faith in the 
presence of the congregation. 

In Congregational Christian Churches, infant bap- 
tism is considered an act of consecration. While the 
churches do not practice a formal “Confirmation,” the 
child is received into church membership on the same 
basis as in other Christian bodies. In his early teens, 
the child receives instruction from his minister in a 
pastor's class. At the conclusion of this class, he is ac- 
cepted into church membership if he so desires. 

Of the leading Protestant churches, the Baptist 
ceremonies of admission differ most widely from the 
others. Baptists, believing baptism should come caly 
after an individual makes his own decision, do not 
practice infant baptism and have no ceremony com- 
parable to Confirmation. Baptism comes after the in- 
dividual’s public profession of faith and he may then 
join the church. 
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At Protestant Confirmations, either the pastor or 
the bishop presides, according to traditional practice. 
Adults as well as children may be confirmed after a 
period of instruction and study. In general outline, 
Confirmation practices of the Lutheran, Methodist 
and Episcopal churches are most nearly alike among 
the various Protestant sects. 


Two Years of instruction 


To prepare himself for Lutheran Confirmation, 
Terry Thompson had two years of religious instruc- 
tion in one-hour-a-week classes held by Pastor Wolf. 
This instruction centered around what is called the 
Small Catechism, drawn up by Martin Luther, out of 
whose teachings the Lutheran Church took form some 
400 years ago. In it, Luther condensed the principal 
teachings of the Bible into a series of questions and 
answers, presented under five headings: the Ten Com- 
mandments, the Creed, the Lord's Prayer, the Sacra- 
ment of Holy Baptism and the Sacrament of Com- 
munion. 

The Confirmation course also included a brief study 


mpson’s head in Imposition of Hands. Other Confirmands kneel with him. 


of the Bible in its relation to secular literature, some 
church history and an explanation of the humani- 
tarian work of the church and the duties of members. 

As Confirmation day approached, Terry and the 
others in his class shared a feeling of rising excitement 
and anticipation. First there was the final examination 
before the Church Council. It proved easier than 
Terry had hoped, because the .confirmands were 
asked only one or two key questions. 

Pastor Wolf had explained to him that the stern 
old Lutherans of earlier days had required children 
to memorize the entire Catechism. On examination, 
they were brought up before the congregation and 
were required to answer questions fired at them by 
the members. Although the ordeal of examination is 
much easier today, Pastor Wolf pointed out, the 
reasons for it are still the same: to impress upon the 
child the seriousness of Confirmation and to make 
parents realize the necessity of religious instruction. 

On the Saturday preceding Confirmation Sunday 
came the “rehearsal,” when Pastor Wolf and the con-

The solemn ceremony Over, 


Confirmation Day becomes 


an occasion for rejoicing 


Seated in church on the following day when the service 
began, Terry felt he had come well prepared for this crucial 
moment in his life. As a boy who is serious about his re- 
ligion, he had mingled feelings of happiness and awe. He 
looked around. St. James Church — the oldest Lutheran 
church in Coral Gables — was crowded. In a pew behind 
him sat his family, all in their Sunday best. 

Even though Terry had rehearsed the ceremony, it took 
on a new meaning as he finally stood at the altar. First came 
the Examination: Dost thou renounce the Devil and all his 
works? Then came the Profession — the Apostle's Creed, 
which Terry had memorized as part of his instruction. And 
finally there was the Imposition of Hands, when Pastor Wolf 
made the climactic gesture of the rite.

HOW SAFE IS 


YOUR MAILBOX? 


It appeals to thieves, forgers, con-men 
— but Uncle Sam knows how to fight them

WASHINGTON, D.C. 
Into your mailbox go — if you are an 
average citizen — 305 pieces of mail a 
year. They may include bank statements 
(giving your balance and samples of your 
signature), monthly bills (disclosing where 
charge accounts are held), occasional 
parcels (containing valuable merchan- 
dise), Government checks, tax refunds 
and dividend payments (which can be 
forged and cashed). 

In short, your mailbox is a jackpot for 
the forgers, pilferers and sneak thieves 
who make a profession of looting mail. 
It also is a target for the fleece artists who 
devise more subtle schemes to separate 
you from your money. 

Yet, as an American, you naturally ex- 
pect your mail to arrive safe and un- 
opened. This feeling can be credited to 
the nation’s oldest Federal policing agency, 
the Post Office Inspection Service. 

Its history dates back to the Revolution, 
when Tory mail carriers were caught 
rifling the mail for information helpful to 
the British. Today, 1,000 postal inspectors 
uphold the tradition that the mail must go 
through. They investigated 600,000 miss- 
ing-mail complaints last year. Ninety per 
cent turned out to be misplaced mail; 
6,000 cases ended in arrests. 


Forgers Like Paychecks 


Forgers, in particular, like to make a 
living out of others’ mailboxes. Séme are 
organized like the Chicago gang which 
systematically ransacked mailboxes for 
paychecks on the Ist and 1Sth of each 
month. But the postal inspectors covered 
the same routes even more systematically. 
Five gang members now get their mail at 
Federal prisons. 

Other forgers prefer to lone-wolf it, 
like the individualist who picked four 
Government checks out of a Greenwood, 
Miss., mailbox. The owner wasn't dis- 
turbed about the delay in getting his checks 


until one day a letter arrived. In scrawled 
handwriting on Treasury Department sta- 
tionery, it said: 

“Dear Sir: We are holding up your 
checks on the count of your others being 
stolening. Look for them on the 10th of 
March all four of them. Don't write us, 
please. Yours truly, Glen — Manager.” 

Somehow this didn't read like an offi- 
cial letter. The suspicious addressee lodged 
a complaint, and postal inspectors went 
into action. They discovered another letter 
in the same crude handwriting at the 
Treasury Department, purportedly sent by 
the man who was waiting for his checks. 
It read: 

“Dear Sir: This is to let you know. 
Drop it about my checks. I just remember 
I got those. My aunt got those, she cash 
one for me. She told me but forget all 
about it. Yours truly, Malcomb Johnson.” 

The forger’s stratagem. backfired: his 
letters led postal police right to him. 

The man most responsible for keeping 
your mailbox safe is Chief Inspector David 
H. Stephens, who could have been cast by 
Hollywood for his job. A handsome man 
with tinges of gray at the temples, he sucks 
a pipe and runs the Inspection Service with 
the air of a modern Sherlock Holmes. 

“My goal,” he says, “is to see that the 
mail moves quickly and safely. That in- 
cludes all mail—from White House 
pouches to vacationers’ postcards.” 

The Chief reports sternly that mailbox 
thefts are on the rise. He is particularly 
concerned about a new gimmick: “bor- 
rowing” bank statements from mailboxes. 
A professional forger, after studying your 
bank statement, can sign his way through 
your balance faster than an extravagant 
wife. 

Of course, some mail is stolen before it 
ever reaches the mailboxes. Last year 435 
postal workers were arrested for mis- 
routing valuable mail into their own 
pockets. One tri-city ring, operating be-

hind the mail cages in New York City, 
Pittsburgh and Chicago, could haye 
stocked a pawn shop with postal plunder 
(example: 150 watches). Inspectors 
caught 19 employes with their hands 10 
the U.S. mail. 

Burglars, too, have been breaking into 
Post Offices lately. Their favorite loot: 
money-order blanks, which they usually 
fill out for the $100 maximum and cash 
on cross-country spending sprees. Most 
Post Office burglaries are the work of 
gangs. A five-man Illinois gang averaged 
one burglary a week until it was nabbed 
robbing its 41st Post Office. 

By comparison, few crooks dare risk 4 
direct mail holdup, because they face 4 
mandatory 25-year sentence if caught. 
Only 36 mail holdups were attempted last 
year; most were small rural Post Offices 
in the rear of general stores. Though the 
take usually was small, the postal inspec- 
tors got right onto each case. 


Romeo — for a While 


The Inspection Service also will protect 
you from such mail-order mischief as 
threats, extortion, frauds — even matrt- 
monial ‘hoaxes. 

The most novel matrimonial fraud was 
pulled by one Harry Cochrane, who ro- 
manced a middle-aged maiden out of 
$200,000 over a 13-year period. His big 
mistake was using the mails to cash in. 

It all began when Elva Nutting, daughter 
of well-to-do farmers, fell rapturously !" 
love with the much-younger Cochrane. He 
persuaded her to pretend théy were newly- 
weds, so they could collect a cash wedding 
present from her parents. Three months 
later, the money used up, Harry left Elva 
— but not without the memory of his 
honeymoon with wealth. 

To keep up the luxurious life, he sys 
tematically hornswoggled the Nuttings. 
First was a tragic, though imaginary, auto- 
mobile accident. Touched, the lovesick 
Elva appealed to her parents, who for 
months forwarded “medical expenses” (© 
the healthy young man. This was followed 
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auto in Worcester, Mass. Photo was made 
by a postal agent in a handy baggage car. 


by other heart-rending stories, each with 
the same moral: send money. Fifteen ficti- 
tious characters emerged and disappeared 
as the installments continued. 

The final story had Harry inheriting a 
large estate from a wealthy woman. He 
generously willed his imaginary fortune to 
Elva. He then had himself die and as- 
sumed the role of a lawyer who, of course, 
needed money to settle the estate. 


But the grief-stricken Nuttings feared 
Harry had been murdered and notified the 
police of their suspicions. The puzzied 
police, finding Harry very much alive, 
tipped off the postal authorities. Upshot: 
a five-year sentence for mail fraud. 

The extortionists, who use the mails to 
blackmail, are even more vicious. Take 
the case of Doris Cohen, a striking bru- 
nette, whose father committed suicide. The 
tragedy was followed by a blackmail letter, 
demanding $15,000 as the price of silence 
about her father’s alleged affairs. She was 
instructed to gift-wrap the money, bring 
it to Manhattan’s famous St. Patrick's 
Cathedral, sit in the fifth from the last 
row and leave the package under the pew. 

She came with the moncy —and a 
squad of postal inspectors, all dressed in 
their Sunday best. One inspector, in fact, 
sat directly beside the man who reached 
for the wrapped money. He turned out to 
be Joseph Peter Mininni of Brooklyn, 
whose act of innocence was so unconvinc- 
ing that he finally gave up and pleaded 
guilty. 

Other frauds that might darken your 
mailbox range from buried treasure and 
prize contests to chain-letter schemes and 
phony estates. Last year the American 
public lost many millions to such fakes. 

A typical example was the charity 
scheme worked recently by enterprising 


East Coast operators. They set up offices 
in a big New York office building and 
began raising funds to aid victims of ill- 
ness. In one year their company collected 
more than $100,000 and divided it roughly 
5 per cent for the patients — and the rest 
for “overhead.” They even were driving 
their eriterprise “into the red” when postal 
inspectors put a halt to the whole sorry 
business. 

The postal inspectors’ heavy work-load 
(average: 100 cases per man) keeps Chief 
Stephens on the outlook for new men. He 
wants recruits between the ages of 25 and 
38 who are above-average in physique and 
education. They also should have no 
easily identifiable physical characteristics. 

if you think you qualify, apply to Chief 
Postal Inspector, Post Office Department, 
Washington 25, D.C. Then be prepared 
to serve one to four years in the regular 
postal service before you will be eligible 
to join the inspection division. Starting 
salary is $5,280 a year; gradual increases 
bring an inspector to $8,460. Further 
boosts, awarded to some men for efficient 
work, can lead to a top annual salary of 
$11,180. 

But all postal inspectors have a bigger 
reward: the knowledge that through their 
efforts the American mailbox is becoming, 
more and more, a safe place for your 
private affairs. . 


CHIEF INSPECTOR Dovid H. Stephens 
(above) offers four tips on protecting 
yourself against mailbox thieves: 


1 Get yourself the least vulnerable 
mailbox possible. 

2 Don't let your mail accumulate. Re- 
move it quickly after the mailman passes 
by. 

3 if you leave town for a few days, ar- 
range with a neighbor to hold your mail. 
Or ask the Post Office to withhold de- 
liveries. 

4 lf an expected check or bonk state- 
ment fails to arrive on schedule, inquire 
from the source immediately. If the de- 
layed mail went out on time, complain 
to the Post Office at once.

This Arizona vet had one choice; so

PHOENIX, ARIZ. 
In 1947, Ken Porter, a World War II tank 
commander whose wounds had developed 
into a painful, paralyzing disorder of the 
central nervous system, was given a thorny 
choice by doctors here: his stiffening left 
leg could be amputated, with questionable 
chances of recovery, or his sensory nerves 
could be snipped and his hips and legs 
fused together in rigid position. If the lat- 
ter, Ken had another equally difficult 
dilemma to face. He could be fused in 
either a sitting or a standing position. 
After long talks with his wife, Athlone, 
Ken made his choice: he would keep his 
leg, and he would stand up for the rest 
of his life. At the same time, he reached 


another decision. He would not be an 
invalid. He would make himself as inde- 
pendent as possible. 

Before the war, Ken had had a variety 
of jobs. Immediately after the operation 
he tried a new one. He studied the tax 
laws thoroughly; then he set himself up 
as a tax consultant. His slogan capsulized 
his determination to stand on his own feet: 
“Tax help by a man who never sits down 
on the job.” Later he moved on from the 
tax business to become a partner in an 
engraving firm and head of a firm of busi- 
ness consultants. While his body is para- 
lyzed, his mind has raced energetically on. 

Today, at 38, Ken has almost reached 
his goal of complete self-sufficiency, al-

though one small wrinkle still baffles him: 
He cannot put on his socks without help. 
Thanks to some ingenious devices of his 
own making, he can handle his trousers, 
and a three-foot shoehorn helps with 
shoes. But he still is working on the sock 
problem. 

“I can get them on my toes,” he says, 
“but not over my heels. But I've just 
thought of another gadget — got the idea 
from seeing pictures of scientists handling 
uranium with long tongs. If I can work a 
pair of clips on the ends of coat hangers, 
maybe then I can get my socks on.” 

These days, Ken is a little too busy to 
use all his self-help gadgets. His wife and 
his sons, Kenne and Jon, help him to

dress. As first vice president of the Lions 
Club, an official of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars and chairman of the board of his 
church, he must make every minute count. 
But on his frequent hunting and fishing 
trips, he still uses his stretched-out coat 
hangers to help with his clothes. 

Despite his handicaps, Ken has never 
lost his love for sports. He has managed 
to bag a deer each of the last six hunting 
seasons, and one of his principal pleasures 
is training his hunting dogs. 

He is such an unflagging optimist that 
he hardly seems handicapped at all. But 
Ken Porter has had plenty of reason to be 
discouraged. A gunnery sergeant in the 
South Pacific in the early days of the war, 
he was promoted to acting tank com- 
mander in the field. Shortly afterward, 
the tank suffered a direct hit and everyone 
else in the crew was killed. Blown out of 


the tank and hit in the stomach and back, « 


Ken spent long months in field and service 
hospitals. Finally he was sent home to his 
native Kansas as a totally disabled veteran. 


Next: a Car Accident 


Pain from his wounds still plagued Ken, 
and he thought a change of climate might 
help. He moved to Phoenix. The day after 
his arrival, he was flattened by an auto. 
The injury hobbled him so badly that he 
wasn't able to work, and he and his wife 
and child (with another on the way) lived 
in a tiny crackerbox of a house almost 
without funds. A neighborhood grocer 
extended credit and even bought ice for 
their old-fashioned icebox. It was about 
this time that Ken learned he must choose 
a lifetime of sitting or standing. 


Ken Porter always wears a smile 


Thanks to his own ingenuity, Ken now 
leads an almost normal life. Unable to 
drive a car after his operation, he bought 
a stand-up milk truck and rigged it with 
special steps with 2-inch risers so he could 
climb in and out. Later he designed a 
truck of his own with a hydraulic lift, 
brakes that need only 2-pound pressure 
and a back-rest. A California company 
would have charged $6,000 to produce it, 
but Ken’s design so captivated their engi- 
neers that they donated the lift — and the 
union contributed a radio. 

Having completed the truck, Ken turned 
his attention to a custom-built house. His 
design called for extra-wide stairs and hall- 
ways to accommodate his crutches, spe- 
cially built bathroom fixtures and a 
network of cables and trapezes to help 
him swing himself out of bed in the morn- 
ing. This Ken must do without help, 
because his wife weighs, as he puts it, only 
“a fat 96,” while he weighs 170. He also 
has special collapsible tables, which he 
uses for meals and paper-work at home, 
and even carries to Lions Club to lean 
on while presiding. 

Ken Porter may lean on tables, but he 
refuses to lean on people. His closely knit 
family is helpful with tasks that are a little 
beyond him, but otherwise he prefers to 
make his own way. 

“I don't want people to feel sorry for 
me,” he told parapDe fervently. “I get a lot 
out of life. There’s very little that I miss. 
I like to go through life with a smile, and 
I think I have a lot to smile about.” With 
a spirit like that, how could Ken Porter 
have made any choice but to stand on his 
own two feet, for the rest of his life?

These five teams will be the best in the nation:

That's the expert opinion of the sports editors and 
writers on the 50 newspapers in the U.S. and Hawaii 
which now distribute PARADE. Polled as the season 
was getting underway, the experts scrambled out on 
a collective limb to pick an All-America and the 
best team in the nation. 

Center for the “dream team” is Bill Russell, tricky 
6'10” star of the San Francisco team that was rated 
the country’s best last year. The forwards: Joe 
Holup, 6'6” high-scorer from George Washington, 
and 67” Tom Heinsohn (right) of Holy Cross. 
Guards: Rod Hundley, 6'4” scoring whiz from West 
Virginia, and Robin Freeman, Ohio State’s 5’11” 
throwback to the days when basketball players could 
stop baskets as well as score them. 

Holup and Hundley barely made the team, just 
beating out a flock of other stars: flashy Sihugo 
Green (Duquesne), Art Bunte (Utah), Carl “Sugar” 
Cain (lowa), Julius McCoy (Michigan State), Jerry 
Mallett (Baylor), Jerry Bird (Kentucky), Wade 
Halbrook (Oregon State), Darrell Floyd (Furman). 

Region by region, here’s how the basketball pic- 
ture looks to the experts: 

East: Holy Cross, with Heinsohn at the controls, 
should plough through its regional foes — and pos- 
sibly its full schedule — without a loss. Fordham is 


bristling with talented sophomores, who went un- 
defeated as freshmen last year. Green will keep 
Duquesne’s foes in a ferment, but the Dukes are not 
likely to retain their National Invitation champion- 
ship. Other strong clubs: La Salle, Seton Hall, Con- 
necticut, Boston University. 

South: Adolph Rupp’s “po’ li'l boys” from Ken- 
tucky again should be the terror of their Southern 
neighbors and Yankee visitors alike. A veteran- 
studded Alabama team, however, might give the 
Wildcats a stiff fight for the Southeastern Confer- 
ence crown. Other Southern strongboys are Mary- 
land, George Washington, West Virginia, Tennessee, 
North Carolina State, Richmond and Furman. 

Midwest: The “I's” have it here: lowa, Illinois, 
Indiana. lowa has two sparkplugs in Cain and center 
Bill Logan. Illinois will look to George Bonsalle and 
Paul Judson. Indiana has a rich crop of sophomores. 
Others to watch: Dayton (with Bill Uhl at center), 
Bradley and Kansas. 

Southwest: The big guns are Texas Tech, with 
Jim Reed and Carl Ince; Texas Western, led by Ned 
Moore; Hardin-Simmons, Rice and Southern Meth- 
odist. 

Rocky Mountains; The top dog should be Utah, a 
strong candidate for a national championship. Brig- 
ham Young, Wyoming and Utah State all figure to 
be troublesome. 

Far West: With Russell and K. C. Jones back. 
San Francisco is in a strong position to win the 
NCAA championship again. Other stickouts are 
UCLA, Southern California and Oregon State. ®&

The experts tell how to 
make basketball better 


“Shoot the referees.” 

That pointed suggestion from the Boston 
Post's Will Cloney sums up — in slightly exag- 
gerated fashion — what most of the editors and 
writers replied when PARADE asked what could 
be done to make basketball more exciting. 

“Cut out the incessant whistle blowing,” 
wrote Henry J. McCormick of the Wisconsin 
State Journal. “There afe too many personal 
fouls in the game today,” echoed James C. 
Fraser of the Evansville Courier and Press. 
There'd be less fouls, most editors agreed, if 
the rules were more realistic on body contact, 
almost impossible to prevent in situations like 
the pick-off play (in which the offense tries to 
lure a defending player into running against 
another man). Another way to hush the whistle, 
suggested Jack Clarke of the Chicago Sun- 
Times and other writers, would be to relax the 
calling of unimportant back-court fouls. “Give 
the game back to the players.” concluded J. D. 
Kailer of the Albuquerque Journal. 

A familiar cry — “bring back the center 
jump” — was heard in the poll. Jumping for the 
ball after each basket would help the defense 
and slow down the game, said some of the edi- 
tors. And, added Frank Woolever of the Syra- 
cuse Herald-American, “it would restore the 
value of the points scored.” 

Pro-basketball rules were prescribed for the 
college game by a few editors. In pro ball the 
offense must shoot within 24 seconds after re- 
ceiving the ball, and the teams are allowed only 
six fouls each during a period. 

There was some dissatisfaction with the pres- 
ent college foul rule — giving a man an extra 
shot if he misses the first one. “Go back to the 
old system — one shot and done,” said Dave 
DeLong of the Allentown Call-Chronicle. 

There were a number of individual sugges- 


tions. “Add a third official who would cover 


action under the basket during fast breaks,” 
suggested Abe Chanin of the Tucson Star. “Ele- 
vate the basket to 12 feet (present height is 10),” 
wrote Ed Shugrue of the Bridgeport Post. 

A stout minority of the editors, however, felt 
rules. “Get the game standardized,” said Craig 
Stolze of the Sioux Falls Argus-Leader. With 
ali the rule changing recently, he declared, “the 
fans don't recognize it from December to De- 
cember.” Added Allen Upton of the Peoria 
Journal-Star: “1 think | like basketball just as

HOLLYWOOD'S 


NEW FACES 


This fresh talent is the studios’ hope to 
replace aging stars and beat rising costs

HOLLYWOOD. 
One of the film industry’s top problems 
always has been the development of 
new stars and personalities. For years 
the studios neglected the problem and 
made movies with old standbys: Clark 
Gable, Betty Grable, Rita Hayworth, 
Joan Crawford, Cary Grant. Result: 
They're caught in a squeeze. 


Few newcomers can carry a big- 


budget picture — and most of today's ° 


VistaVision and Cinemascope pictures 
require heavy investment. But the estab- 
lished stars, who can attract the cus- 
tomers, are making tremendous profit- 
sharing demands. Some even have 
formed their own independent produc- 
tion companies. 
Recently, three bright new stars — 
Suzan Ball, James Dean and Robert 


Francis — died within 30 days. All of 
which points up that the studios are 
suffering from an acute star shortage.

At the time the slabs are made, steel collars are 
molded thto them.

When lifting, the jacks are controlled simultane 
ously through a mechanism called a console. The 
slabs are elevated at the rate of about five feet an 
hour. Once a slab is in place, steel plates, known as 
shear blocks, are welded to the columns for the slab to 
rest on. Sometimes, the bottom of the lifting collar is 
then welded to the plates. 

Theoretically, there is no limit—within normal 
building limitations — either to the area of one slab or 
to the number of stories. A seven-floor structure is 
the tallest yet built with the method. Slab dimensions 
generally are governed by the number of a og avail- 
able for a job.

» Water Basin 
Receives Its 
Yearly Rinse 


At least once a year, in rotation, the 
settling basins of St. Louis’ water puri- 
fication plants undergo a houseclean- 
ing. Chief purpose is to remove mud 
and chemicals which have accumu- 
lated from the purification process. 
First step in cleaning is to drain the 
basin of water. Then, a_ tractor, 
equipped with a bulldozer blade, is 
lowered into the basin by a derrick. 
In this photo, tractor driver Hermit 
Cavanaugh churns up the mud in basin 
No. 11 of the Howard Bend plant on 
the Missouri River. Coated chunks of 
ice float in the muddy residue as the 
machine’s blade breaks up the mass. 
As the tractor makes circles and fig- 
ure 8s, water is pumped into the 160,- 
000-square-foot basin. Water flows in 
from one side, runs through, carries 
out the loose silt as the water drains 
back into the mver. The caked mud at 
the bottom of basin No. 11 is about 
four feet deep at the end of a year. It 
takes about eight hours of stirring and 
flushing to remove the approximately 
10,000 tons of sedimentation which set- 
tles to the tank’s bottom annually. 
The 15-foot-deep basin, when clean, is 
filled with 15,000,000 gallons of water. 
The Howard Bend plant of the City of 
St. Louis’ water division is 15 miles 
northwest of the city limits. It purifies 
22 billion gallons of water each year.
